ative to enjoin Coi, L.,C. Easton, Depot Q. M., from paying to 
Wm. Keeney certain funds due him on contract for the consiruc- 
tion of certain quarters at David's Island, N. Y. H. Itis not in 
the power of State courts to enjoin the Executive Departments 
of the U. S., or their subordinate officers. (McKim v. Voorhies, 
7 Cranch, 279 ; City Bank v. Skelton, 2 Blatchford, 26), and as re- 
marked by Mr. Justice McLean (Buchanan vy. Alexander, 4 How., 
20): “The funds of he Government are specifically ap rejr- 
ated to certain national objects, and if such appropriativus 
may be diverted and defeated by State process or otherwise, the 
functions of the Government may be suspended. So long as 
money remains in the hands of a disbursing officer, it is as 
much the money of the United States as if it had not been drawn 
from the Treasury.’ “The injunction, so far as it assumes to 
affect Col. Easton, therefore, could not,’ the Attorney General 
continues, ** be operative as against him. It may, however, be 
entirely operative as regards Mr. Keeney, unless some public 
interest requires that the money should be paid to him. While 
the injunction is inoperative as against Col. Easton, I consider 
that it should not be violated by him, and this for the reason 
that the comity which should exist between the two Govera- 
ments—State and Nationa!—would require that officers of the 
United States Government should not aid individuals who are 
amenable to the State government in violating the orders of 
its courte unless public interesis and rights of the United States 
demand it. Inthe present case, therefore, I recommend that 
the matter be brought to the attention of the court, and that a 
request for the diesolution of the injunction, so far as Col. Eas- 
ton is concerned, be presented to the court, which seems to me 
to have improvidently iesued the injunction. This course is 
certainly more in accordance with the respect due between the 
two governments than a violation of the Injunction would be. 
If the court should decline to disrolve it, and if it should be 
found that the public interests require the payment to the 
contractor, it will then be quite time enough to consider 
whether cr not the payment should not be made notwithetand- 
ing the injunction.” (G. 0.3, H.Q.A., A. @. O., Fels. 4)

If. An Act to repeal section 1233 of the Revised Statutes relating 
to company cooks in the Army. 

Be it enacted, eic., That section 1233 of the Revised Statutes be, 
and the same is hereby, repealed. Approved January 29, 1879.

Jarget Practice. —Major-General Hancock is taking 
an active interest in target practice in his Department. 
G. VO. 1, D. East, Feb. 6, directs that ‘* with a view to 
uniformity in aimiog drill and target practice with 
small arms, the following rules will be observed,” and 
targets will be furnished by the Q. M. Dept. Tue 
targets are the frame targets described in the last 
edition of Wingate’s Manual of Rifle Practice, and the 
system of marking, scoring and signalling is the same 
as that prescribed in the Manual and in use by the 
National Rifle Association, and for military practice 
generally, throughout the United States, Great Britain, 
and Canada. ‘All soldiers—except Hospital Stew- 
ards, Ordnance Sergeants and Commissary Sergeants 
—should,” the order directs, ‘‘ be required to attend 
target practice and aiming drill. Commissioned 
officers should also practice with their commands 
when they have opportunity. In practice the men 
should, as a rule, he kept sufficiently near the target to 
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insure all bullets striking it.” In connection with this 
order the following cireular was issued, Feb. 6: 

The Ordnance Department having intimated that it is prepared 
to fill requisitions for re-loading implements, labricated bullets, 
= and primers, company commanders will make requisition 

or the average number of men that may be expected for duty in 
their companies during the year, for—50 Winchester re-loading 
cartridge shells, cal. 45, per man; 500 lubricated bullets, cal. 45, 
405 graine, per man; 500 charges musket powder, 170 grains—in 
pouaods (one pound of powder loads 100 cartridges) per man; 500 
primers, No. 2, for Winchester shells, per man. One set re-load- 
ing implemente, for each company, as follows: 1 re-loader, for 
military cartridges; 1 wad cutter—necessary for re-loading with 
reduced charges, for instruction of recrnits; 1 chargecup. The 
above will give each man more than 500 shots per annum at a 
less cost to the Government than that of the present authorized 
allowance. When company and post commanders find more 
ammunition to be necessary they will submit requisitions for the 
same. The cost of material is nearly as follows: One bnilet, 
$0 pod one primer, $0.002; one charge of powder,’¢0.0023; total,

Line and Staff.--In his speech on the Army Appro- 
priation bill, in the House, Feb. 8, Mr. Chalmers, of 
Mississippi, said: ‘‘I believe, however, that there are 
and have been during the pendency of this bill as 
many, if not more, line officers than staft officers in 
Wasbipgton, and J must say,so far as I am concerned, 
that there has been more effort to lobby me by the 
friends of the line than those of the staff. I have con- 
sulted staff officers upon the subject, but it is due them 
that I should say no member of the staff has ever con- 
versed with me upon the subject except at my own 
solicitation. I approve of the reduction of officers, 
the reorganization of regiments, and the increase of 
enlisted meu in companies; but I do not approve of 
makiaog the reduction of officers at the expense of the 
staff more than the line, nordo I believe it is wise to 
make the line constantly interchangeable with the 
staff, And upon this subject I call attention to the fol- 
lowing extract from a letter from Major-General Pope: 
** Duriog the war,” he said further, ‘‘ the fighting men 
of the line won al] the glory and the staff officer who 
is ridiculed and almost despised by the line, however 
valuable his services, is lost sight of and absorbed by 
his immediate commander, and at such time the am- 
bitious men avoid the staff. It is unjust to the men 
who have borne the burden of the staff offices when 
they were not desirable and have become efficient in 
the discharge of their duties that they should he now 
turned out or superseded by others.” 








Tue Commissary DeEPARTMENT.—In a letter trans- 
mitted to Consress, presenting the interests of the 
Commissary Department for consideration in any 
scheme of reorganization to be adopted, Gen. Mac- 
feely, Commissary General Subsistence, says: ‘* At 
the close of the rebellion there was no increase in the 
Subsistence Department, while there was a large in- 
crease of other departments; that the number of 
colonels and lieutenant-colonels now proposed for the 
Subsistence Department is but one-half that now au- 
thorized in the Quartermaster’s Department; and that 
the senior majors and captains of the department have 
served from fifteen to seventeen years in their respec- 
tive grades.”

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INDIANS. 


Official investigation is reported to show that the 
Indians are not decreasing in numbers, but are sensibly 
and measurably increasing. The investigation. was 
decided upon last year by the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, and has been prosecuted diligently by the 
medical attache of the Indian Bureau, Dr. George 
Kellogg. The rate of increase has not been deter- 
mined, but the statistics examined by Dr. Kellogg, as 
furnished from the seventy odd agencies under the 
control of the Government, put the fact beyond dis- 
pute that the births among the tribes are in excess of 
the deaths from normal causes. Allowance is made 
even for death from dissipation, und in fact for every 
ordinary cause of death among the Indians except 
gunshot wounds or injuries 1n battle. The census of 
the Indians show a total of about 170,000. 

Captain Vroom, with a detachment of the Third 
Cavalry, arrived at Sydney, Neb., Feb. 8, with the 
Cheyenne Indian prisoners from Fort Robinson. The 
prisoners will be sent under guard to Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, in a special car. 

From the Department of Columbia an officer 
writes us that “ an Indian war in Yakima is sure in 
the early spring—the whites the sole cause.” From 
“Camp near Sand Hills, South of Camp Sheridan, 
Feb. 10,” a Herald co:respondent telegraphs “ via 
Fort Robinson, Neb., Feb. 12:” ‘*The opinion still 
prevails among the best informed persons [ have seen 
in Red Cloud’s and Spotted Tail’s camps, as well as 
in my journeying through this belt of country, that 
there will be an Indian war in the spring, and that 
the theatre of it will be in the vicinity of the Black 
Hills, against the settlers of which locality almost all 
the Indians swear vengeance or mutter enmity 
toward them when mentioned. They feel that they 
have a grievance to redress on account of their 
taking, as they say, their country and not paying 
them enougb.” This correspondent also says: 
** Your correspondent found the cavalry groping 
their way in the vicinity quitted by the Cheyennes 
and on their trail, but some days behind them, 
entirely unable to reach the fugitives owing to the 
exceedingly intractable nature of the country in 
which they are and the superior animals of the 
Cheyennes, It is a literal impossibility to make 
rapid progress through the country in which they 
are, owing to the saud, and, besides, there is no 
grazing of much account. The grain used by the

THE RENO COURT. 


Berore the Reno Court of Inquiry, Lieutenant Winfield 8. Ed- 
gerly, 7th Cavalry, testified te the divisicn of forces on the 
morning of the 25th. He acconipanied Colonel Benteen. When 
the command arrived at a line of Bluffs Colonel Benteen sent 
his firet lieutenant, Gibson, up the bluff. Upon returning he re- 
ported a long stretch of country, with no Indians in sight. The 
return to Custer’s trail was next described, and the arrival of 
the trumpeter with tbe message from Custer, the view of Reno's 
men fighting in the bottom, the arrival of the command on the 
hij], and the union with Reno, all of which was fully given in 
Colonel Benteen’s testimeny. Witness overheard Martin, the 
trumpeter, telling Colonel Benteen’s orderly, in a jocuJar man- 
ner, that Custer bad reached the biggest viliage he had ever seen, 
and was charging and killing everything before him—men, wo- 
men and children. The firing in the bottom was heard very 
faintly. It was not at any time very distinct, and when the 
command got on to the bill the troops were coming up. There 
were about eight hundred or one thousand Indians to be seen 
running about in the bottom. 

One of the first persons seen by the witnees on the hill was 
Major Reno. He was ina very excited condition. He had losp 
his bat and wore a while handkerchief around his head. While 
the witness was looking at him_he rushed to the edge of the hill 
and fired his pistol down toward where the Indians were. The 
Indians were about a thousand yards away from the hill, away 
out of pistol range. 

One of the next persons seen by the witness was Lieutenant 
Varnum. He, too, was very much excited and crying. After 
telling the witness abcut the terrible losses they had had he 
turned angry, and began to swear furiously; from swearing it 
seemed but a step to shooting, and he teok a gun and began 
shooting toward the Indians. Soon after that Captain Moyian 
came up and asked the witness if he had auy water, and if he 
had for God’s sake give it to him, for he had over twenty mea 
dying of thirst. The witness was surprised at the coolnees of 
some of the men. 

After the Indians had apparently retired witness marched 
with Captain Weir and their companies to an advanced position 
in Custer’s direction and toaid him, After a rapid march of 
three miles or £0 they came in sight of the}battie fleld. Saw 
Indians galleping around and firing at objects on the ground. 
The Indians soon advanced toward him. bre French came 
up and told him the Fa wea was sounded. Witness opposed the 

vement, but had eave.

Benteen replied that he was going off to pitch into whatever he 
might come across Witness’ command and that of General 
Custer moved down stream until a short distance past the Iodian 
“tepee,”’ which had been mentioned, and then the commanding 
officer beckoned him across to his side of the stream. Here he 
received an order from Adjutant Cook to take a gait which he 
might deem proper and advance, and when he met Indians to 
charge, and he ehould be supported by the whole outfit. He 
took a luok, and after crossing the river he apprehended that 
Indians were ahead of him in overwhelming numbers. 

‘Twice he sent word to General Custer to that effect, once by 
Marcilargy (dead) and by Mitchel, his cook, the last time with 
the statement that the indiaus were ahead of him in great num- 
bers. He drew his companies up in line of battle, and said to 
himself that he could not make a successfal charge, bat the 
number of Indians had thrown him on the defensive instead of the 
offensive. He had impressions as to large numbers of Indians 
from trails and from_ Indian scouts, and with his own eyes saw 
five or six handred Iudians. The trail which he followed was 
covered with four or five inches of dust, and there were several 
distinct trails showing that large numbers of Iadians had passed 
that way; it was plain to him that Indians were getting to his 
rear to hide, and were using the woods as mach as he; he knew 
that he couid not stay there unless he stayed forever, and is 
order to secure a union of his regiment he moved to the hill, 
& puint where he couid be seen, aud where he thought he could 
advantageous'y dispose of the men. Some of the men on the 
skirmish line fired at random and some with more discretion 

He did not examine the baitalion when it was assigned to him 
to ascertain the amount of ammunition; he had no idea where 
Captain McDozgall or Colonel Benten were; if there was any 
plan of campaign, the subordinate officers had no idea of it; 
toere was no use of his remaining in the timber; he could help 
no one there, and his moving out was the best plan, as eubse- 
quent events, be thought, had shown; he thought it his duty to 
move out to save the lives of his men; he was willing to lose 
some of his saen that the remnant might be put in a position 
better than the desperste position in waich it then was. Bloody 
Knife, tne Indian scout, was killed at the side of witness while 
he was trying to get from him by sigas some information at the 
crossing of the river; the troops were exposed to a severe fire ; 
most of the Indians whom he saw were armed with Winchester 


es, 
Mr. Gilbert—Your movement to the hill was not regarded as a 
triumphal march, was it ? 

Keno—No, sir. Nor did lintend it asaretreat. I went to 
that hill jusc as a man in a room would go to the corner to pre- 
vent a number of enemies from striking him in the back, which 
vhe Indians had already done to my men in the woods. Afier 
reaching the top of the hill, I went back to look after Lieutenant 
Hodgson, who | thought might have been wounded. I took from 
the body a ring and a bunch of keys. When I got back the pack 
train was notin sight. I could not make myself omnipresent. I 
made Lieutenant Hare my adjutant, and sent him back after the 

i train, and told him to hurry up. I think it was about an 
our before it arrived. I would not be positive. After he got 
the pack train witness formed the colamn and started it down 
the river. They went abouta mile. He expected Captain Weir 
to act as an advance. Soon Lieutenant Hare came to witness 
and said that he had used the witness’ name to authorize Capt.

askea Mr. Gilbert. 

* By mive,” replied the witness with a good deal of emphasis. 
He chose the hill, for it was nearer to the water than the other 
position and for other reasons. Being asked by whose order ihe 
troops were disposed, the witness said that he told Colonel Ben 
teen to take one side and he would take the other. Witness 
took the side where he expected the heaviest attack would be 
made. Some of the troops had scarcely facilities for hiding 
themselves. The firing lasted until after dark and was very se- 
vere. Between 6 o'clock and nine the witneas went twice over 
the line, and was satisfied with it. He could see the Indians 
dancing by their fires over in their village. At9 o'clock he went 
over the line and made further disposition of the companies. 
He told each of the captains to protect himself as best he could. 
He expected that be would not long have to hold oat, for he 
knew that General Terry was somewhere in that countcy. He 
did not know where, for he had never been consulted by the 
commanding officer as to the information he had. Oa the next 
morning he went over the line and had the bugle sounded. It 
was about daybreak, about hall-past two o'clock. He cuuld see 
the Indians guing up the bottom. He could not see the Indians 
around the command. When they began their fire again, their 
position was only to be told by the puffs of smoke. The fire 
was as severe as any he ever saw. He estimated the number of 
indians at 2,500 in his report, but he thought now that he had 
unde:estimated it, The fire lasted in its intensity until abeut 10 
o'clock, He saw them going down the bottom, and supposed 
them to be going to their village for more ammunition. He after- 
wacd knew that they would meet General Terry. The Indians 
watched very closely when the soldiers went down in the ravine 
to wet the water 

“It is a delicate question, but I should like to ask if it was 
eowardice that made you move from the timber to the bill?" 

“No, sir,” said witness with emphasis. He testified that he heard no 
firing down the river until after tue command began to move down, 
and then only a few scattering shots. He had no idea that there 
was a serious engagement, and at vo time did it occur to him that 
Gen, Custer was in serious trouble or dead. 

Mr. Gilbert—With regard to your sobriety, Major, I should like 
to have you state how much liquor you had with you. 
Witness—Well, sir, | had some whiskey with me. 
a small flask in my coat pocket. 1 got the liquor at the Rosebud. 
it was a small flask. 1 did not drink a drop of its contents until 
long after the firing ceased the first night on the bill, at about 12 

o'clock. 

Mr. Gilbert—It becomes my duty to ask if you were at any time 
affected by liquor’ 

Witness—I was not. The whiskey in the flask was used the 
morning of the 27th on the Custer battle field, the stench being so 
severe that the officers used the liquor. I had several times been 
to the pack train on the night of the 25th, and driven out skulkers. 
At about ten o'clock | found a man there and asked him what he 
was doing. I cannot recall the man’s answer, but it angered me, 
and, as that was not a time for moral suasion, | struck the man 
and may have told him that if 1 caught him there again I woul 
shoot him. 

‘The witness next described his movements on the two days in 
question, saying that he was on the line most of the time. On the 
wth he was with = Lacy down at a knoll shooting at In- 
dians, as they gallo) past them every now and then in troops of 
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half adozen. He saw no special reason for encouraging the men, 





for they appeared to be doing well. He saw Capt. Godfrey some- 
times, Pry some of the officers could not see him except when he 
went over where they were, He never received any communication 
from the interpreter, Girard, at the crossing “A.” On the nieht of 
the 25th he tried to get communications to b. Custer, but the men 
would not go. The Crow scouts talked about going, but would not 
do it. On the morning of the 27th he succeeded in sending a com- 
munication to Gen. Terry. Witness then identified the communi- 
cation which asked for aid and assistance. 

Mr. Gilbert—State whether it does not embody the sense of the 
communication you tried to send on the 26th, and whether that 
communication which you have not now did not contain au assur- 
ance that you could hold your position? } 

Witness—I think it did, for I surely one at the time that I 
could hold the position. When I went away from Custer I under- 
stood that I was to be supported and had a right to expect support 
from the commanding officer. I think that my action throughout 
was right, and that subsequent proceedings ought to justify me. 
This concluded the direct testimony. 

On cross-examination, the withess said he made no reply to the 
order delivered to him by Adjutant Cook. He did not ask whether 
he would be supported, for he had official information that he 
would be supported. He had no reason to suppose that he 
would be supported in any other way than by Gen. Custer’s follow- 
ing him. Any flank attack by Custer would be, under these cir- 
cumstances, essentially not a support. ’ ; 

Recorder—Did you go into that engagement with feelings of dis- 
trust of Gen. Custer? ; 

Witness—My feelings toward Gen. Custer were friendly, and if 
my own brother had been with Custer’s command I could not have 
done more to support him. ‘ 

Recorder—I insist on having the question answered strictly. 

Court —Answer the question. 

Witness— Well, sir, { had no confidence in Gen. Custer as a sol- 
dier. I had known him all through the war (sensation). ; 

He testified further that to have held his position in the timber it 
would have required (00 or 700 men. The whole regiment could 
have held it very nicely. He did not know what became of the 
wounded men who were left in the bottom. The Indians would 
not let him take care of them. The order had apy | been given 
for the movement to the hill before Bloody Knife was killed. Wit- 
ness gave command to move when it was reported to him that the 
column was ready. Witness was positive that he did not fire a 
revolver about the time Col. Benteen’s command came up. He was 
sure he did not. 

Recorder—In regard to the whiskey, Colonel? I should not touch 
that had it not been that Mr. Gilbert bad gone into it. 

Witness—No objection, sir. The witness testitied that his or- 
derly, Davern, did not have charge of his flask either on the 25th or 
26th. The witness carried it himself. 

Recorder—You have stated, Colonel, that you thought subsequent 
events justified your conduct. Do you now think that you made 
no mistake? 

Witness—If I had to do again, I should do just what | did then, 
under the circumstances and with the knowledge I had then. I 
think now that Custer’s command was dead when I got on to the 
hill. 1 obeyed his orders, which sent me into the timber, 

This concladed the testimony. 

Mr. Gilbert concluded the defence by submitting some documen- 
tary matter which the Court and Recorder agreed should be em- 
bodied in the proceedings. He first read a paragraph from General 
Sherman's report of the battle of the Little Big Horn, saying that 
the salvation of the remnining companies of the 7th Cavalry was 
due to the bravery of Major Keno. 

The next was a communication from Gen. Sherman, through the 
Adjutant-General, E. D. Townsend, dated Auguet 10, 1876, from 
Washington, in reply to a petition by the men of the 7th Cavalry to 
the effect that Major Keno and Col. Benteen for their bravery be 
promoted to positions vacated by the deaths of the murdered 
otticers, Major Reno to take the place of Gen. Custer as lieutenant- 
colonel of the regiment. The communication from the department 
stated in reply to the petition that Major Keno’s and Col. Benteen’s 
conduct were duly appreciated, but that the petition could not be 
granted, for the reason that the President had already appointed 
and the Senate confirmed other appointments. This closed Reno’s 
case, and the Court adjourned until Monday at 11 o'clock. 








(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON 
Wasurneton, Feb. 12, 1879. 


Since the passage of the Army Appropriation bill, 
last week, there bas been an effort to get the Senate to 
adopt Mr. Hewitt’s bill as the amendment instead of 
the one which was attached to the bill passed. Al 
though the amendment which passed left the retired 
list as it now is, and did not force the retirement o! 
officers at 62 or 65 vears of age, it does contain some 
features which muke it, ia the estimation of the greater 
part of the Army officers, not so desirable as the Hewitt 
oill. It is thought that unless the limit to the retired 
list is removed there will be a considerable number of 
officers who would be obliged to go out of service en 
tirely at the end of the time contemplated as the dura- 
tion of the ‘* reserved list.” 

If, however, we take the casualties in the Army for 
ten years, from 1868 to 1877, inclusive, and pot count- 
ing the casualties made by the going out of offices un 
der the reorganization of 1869, we find that the average 
isa litle more than 103 perannum. Under another 
reorganization, and with 340 officers on the reserved 
list, these would, at the same rate of casualties, be 
nearly all abso:b2d in three years. At any rate it is 
not likely that any meritorious officers would be obliged 
to lose their p»sitions in the Army, 

It is curious to see how little even the members of 
Congress know of the provisions of the bill which was 
passed last week. Between the Joint Commission bill, 
and the same bill as amended or corrected, and the 
“amendment,” and the Hewitt biil, and the White 
bill, the members themselves got so confused that not 
a few of them were ignorant of the provisions of the 
bill passed. The 54th section of this bill repeals the 
section 6 of the bill of last year, which directed that 
all the headquarters of divisions, departments, etc., 
should be at posts where the Government owns build 
ings; leaving the matter of placing such headquarters 
at posts whenever the Secretary of War should con- 
sider it best for the interest of the Service. This is 
practically leaving the matter of the headquarters as it 
was previous to the act of last year. 

It is altogether probable that the Senate will make 
considerable change in the bill, and a committee of 
conference will probably settle the matter. 

The remarks of the JOURNAL concerning the animus 
of Mr. Hewitt, are considered correct and fair, I think, 
by the Army officers, as Mr, H. has presented some- 
tving that appeared to do no harm to any one—at least 
it was considered the fairest bill that was likely to pass. 
And I do not think the line officers of the Army gen- 
erally agree with Gen. Banning in his intense hostility 
to the staff. Among the thinking men in the Army 
the officers of the staff are not considered as to blame 
for the existing state of affairs. They may consider 
that some improvement might be made, but they can- 
not agree with those who make a wholesale onslaught 
on the staff. Epes.

Apm1raL Drew, who died recently in England, was the hero of 
the affair of the Caroline, which in 1837 nearly involved us in a 
war with England. December 20, 1837, Drew, then Capt. 
Drew of the Royal Navy, set on fire and sent adrift over 
Niagara Falls a boat manned by Canadian ingurgenta, bat 
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which was anchored in American waters. Three of the 
insargents were killed, public excitement ran high, the militia 
were called ont, and the affair of the Caroline became an inter- 
national one. General Scott was sent to the frontier, and assumed 
with success the role of the Peacemaker; England apologized, 
and Canada was not invaded as the hot-heads desired. In 1807 
Drew carried to England the despatches which announced the 
victory of Copenhagen. 


THE committee on Military affairs has carefully considered the 
bill (S. 1260) for the relief of John W. Chickering, late 1st Lieut., 
6th U.S. Cavalry, and recommended its passage. Mr. Chickering 
was tried in 1874 for “‘ drunkenness on duty” and sentenced to be 
cashiered, and, notwithstanding a recommendation of a majority 
of the court, the sentence was approved by Mr. Belknap, then 
Secretary of War, on the 27th Jan., 1875. The committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that the testimony before the court was of a 
character creating 8 reasonable doubt, and that to cashier a meri- 
torious officer on snch evidence was a sentence extreme, if not 
ernel. Excellent testimonials are presented from Gen. Sheridan, 
Cols. Stanley, Wood, Hongh, etc., of the Regular Army. 


Mrs. CLARA F. MEAbDE, widow of the late Commodore Meade, U. 
8. Navy, died in Huntington, L. I., at the residence of her eldest 
son, Commander R. W. Meade, on Wednesday, Feb. 5th inst., aged 
88 years. The deceased lady was a daughter of ihe late Henry 
Meigs, of New York, at one time City Judge and member of Con- 
gress during the session which passed the famous Missouri com 
promise. She was also a sister of Mr. Henry Meigs, formerly 
President of the New York Stock Exchange, and by marriage con- 
nected with the Forsyths, Masons, and other distinguished families 
of Virginia, Georgia, and South Carolina. The funeral took place 
Friday, February 7, from St. Peter's Koman Catholic Church, 
Brooklyn, after which the body was taken to Philadefphia for in- 
terment in the family vault, St. Mary’s churchyard. 


Or Sir Percy Wyndham, whose death in India by a fall from a 
balloon was reported a few days ago, the Louisville Courier-Jour” 
nal remarks: “It was the impression in the Confederate army that 
Wyndham had been imported from England by the United States 
Government as a foeman worthy of the steel of the great Confed- 
erate cavalry leader, General Turner Ashby. It was this that made 
his capture in 1862 a matter of so much interest. He was operating 
against Ashby on the day he was taken. He came in contact with 
the Southern forces about six miles above Staunton, in Shenandoah 
Valley, and was quickly made prisoner. On the same day the great 
Ashby fell while trying to cut oif a force of Federal troops. There 
was a sharp engagement, resulting in the discomfiture of the Union 
force, but Ashby was killed. Wyndham after a short imprison- 
ment was exchanged, but he appears to have cut an inconsiderable 
figure in the war 


GEN. GusTAVE 8S. Rous-eav, formerly of the U. 8. Army, died 
in Iberville Parish, Louisiana, Feb. 5, 1879. He was on his way 
home from the Parish of Ascension, and alone in his buggy when 
death overtook him, supposed to be the result of an apoplectic fit. 
General Rousseau was graduated from West Point in 1828, and ap. 
pointed 2d lieutenant 6th U.S. Infantry, and served with his regi- 
ment on the frontier until April 30, 1833, when he resigned. He 
held the offices of cashier of Branch Bank of Louisiana, sheriff of 
Iberville Parish, brigadier-general of Louisiana militia. When the 
war with Mexico broke out he served from 1846 to 48 as captain of 
the 2d Regiment Louisiana Volunteers. When his regiment was 
disbanded he returned to Iberville Parish and resumed the profes- 
sion of the law. General Rousseau at the time of his death was 
about 80 years of age, and was highly estecmed in his neighborhood 
and State, having held many positions of honor during a long and 
busy life. 


In a letter to the New York Graphic Commodore John Marston 
claims the credit of saving the country by disobeying orders. At 
the time of the arrival of the Monitor in Hampton Roads, the 
Commodore was in command at that point, and had an imperative 
order to send the Monitor to Washington. The Merrimac having 
aiready come down, sunk the Cumberland and burned the Con- 
gress, the Commodore resolved to d'sregard the order, at the risk 
of his commission, and send the Monitor up to Newport News to 
look out for the rebel ram. Capt. Worden cheerfully acquiesced, 
and the result is known. ‘‘ Where,” asks the Commodore, 
‘would the United States at this moment have been if I had not 
disobeyed my ordersy There was nothing to prevent the Merri- 
mac going to Philadelphia, New York, or Boston, and the fall of 
either of those cities would have been the signal for Europe, but 
especially for England, to acknowledge the independence of the 
Sonth.” 


AN anonymous circular has been issued, headed: ** What he 
thinks of his brother Staff officers." It contains the extract from 
a letter read in Congress addressed to Mr. Banning by Major 
Bates, which we published, last week, with this comment at 
the end: **Major Bates came into the service from the Military 
Academy June 23, 1855, after the close of the war. He was less 
than ten years in the service as Lieutenant and Captain. During 
the greater part of this time he was Regimental Adjutant, and, as 
Captain, enjoying a long detail at the Military Academy. He was 
appointed Paymaster nearly four years since, it is generally under- 
stood, by the * personal and political influence’ of his wife's uncle, 
Ex-Gov. Morgan, of New York. The officers of the Quartermas- 
ter, Subsistence and Pay Corps, most of whom served during the 
war, will enjoy this high estimate of their fitness for their posi- 
tions entertained by this most experienced and capable officer,

His family to the fourth generation were 
raised around his fireside and were present at his funeral, which 
was conducted under the orders of Gen. Getty, post commander, 
and Lieut. Chase, his adjutant, with such honors as has never been 
accorded a soldier at that post within the memory of the oldest in. 
habitant, thus showing a fitting respect for the memory of the old 
soldier who had devoted his long life to his country, but honors 
none too great for a man who, no matter how humble his station, 
had done his whole duty to himself, his family, his God, and his 
country. He leaves a widow whom we trust will not be forgotten 
by the country her husband served so faithfully and so well. 





GENERAL Epwarp W. Hinks, U.S. A., Commandant and Trea- 
surer of the Northwestern Branch of the National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers, stated in his annual report that the 
whole number of disabled soldiers and sailors cared for or aided 
since May 1, 1867, at the close of the year 1878 is 3,599, the number 
for the year 1878 being 1,299. The average number of beneficiaries 
present during the year was 691, and the average number present 
and absent 857. Of the whole number for the year, 40 belonged to 
the regular Army, 1,255 to the volunteer service, and 4 to the 
Navy. The hygienic condition of the home is excellent, the ratio 
of the deaths to the whole number of beneficiaries being 3.62 per 
cent. The home has a good library, a Catholic and a Protestant 
chaplain, a Post of the G. A. R., a Sunday School Society, various 
means of amusement and recreation, a home store, a greenhouse, 
also a stable, a farm and garden and several workshops, all of 
which have been carried on ata profit. The average cost of keep- 
ing each man actually present, excluding the value of clothing 
issued, was $120 for the year 1878. During the year the sum of 
$37,100.74 was expended for new buildings and improvements. 
The discipline of the institution is good. During the year there 
were 4,818 visitors to the Home, including President Hayes and 
wife, Postmaster General Key and other distinguished persons. 


THE report accompanying H. R. No. 3166, granting a pension to 
the widow of Bvt. Major J. P. J. O’Brien, 4th Artillery, contains 
two very interesting letters concerning the services of O'Brien. 
One of these letters, from General Sherman, we published a year 
ago; the other, from General H. W. Benham, U. 8S. A., is equally 
valuable, and, but for the press of Congressional and other mat- 
ters, we should be glad to republish entire, as a most interesting 
record of a most interesting episode in our military history, that 
of “the struggles of the noble O’Brien on the field of Buena Vista.” 
“‘T have felt,” says General Benham, “that I, too, might add my 
testimony acceptably, as one knowing O’Brien perhaps even better 
than our General did. For though they did not ‘ wear the grey’ to- 
gether, I was a cadet with each of them; and I was present on the 
days of Buena Vista, and knew the facts of which General Sher- 
man writes you. And, though never thrown by service into terms 
of intimacy with O’Brien, I so often met him as to know his 
worth, as one of the finest intellects, as one of the bravest and most 
judicious soldiers, and of the purest and most noble and delicate 
personal character that ever honored our Army. But he has lived 
and died almost unknown to the country from the ever-retiring 
modesty of his true worth and pride of character.”’ 


Tue Senate committee on Military affairs have favorably re- 
ported upon H. R. 1162, for the relief of Alfred Muller, late acting 
assistant surgeon U.S. Army and recommended its passage.— 
Doctor Muller, on Jan. 19, 1865, while stationed at Fort Ridgely, 
Minn., lost nearly all his household furniture, wearing apparel and 
effects, amounting to upward of $2,000, from a fire which occurred 
in some Government buildings adjacent to his quarters. The 
Government had no adequate means at the post to extinguish 
fires, The Committee of the House, in its report accompanying 
the bill, remarked as follows: ‘‘ While admitting the rule that the 
Government are not insurers of the property of any of its employees, 
or is in any way legally bound to pay for the loss of property by 
fire or otherwise, yet it has, on many occasions, gratuitously reim- 
bursed its officers for loss of property by fire on land and by ship- 
wreck on sea. Your committee, in view of all the surrounding 
facts in this case, and in consideration of the noble efforts of Dr. 
Muller to save a great loss to the Government when his own per, 
sonal property was in imminent danger, and through these efforts 
did lose his own property, do now recommend, not as a precedent 
to be followed, but as a gratuity for his services and loss of his 
property, the passage of this bill.” 


Ir will no doubt be gratifying to the many friends of Captain 
Clark H. Wells to learn that the Hon. Secretary of the Navy, with 
his characteristic kindness, gave permission for the remains of the 
Captain's youngest danghter, who died in the year 1873, at 
Spezia, Italy, to be conveyed home in the Marion, Captain Brad 
ford, which vessel arrived safely. The parents of the deceased 
were surprised to learn that when application was made to the 
Italian authorities, through Mr. Rice, formerly U. 8. Consul at 
Spezia, for the disinterment of the remains, he was informed that 
there was a government tax of considerable amount, and another 
one equally objectionable levied by the municipality of Spezia, 
before authority would be given for their removal. Efforts were 
made by the State Department, and through our Minister at Rome, 
Mr. Marsh, to secure the remission of this tax in consideration of 
the service rendered by Captain Wells, when in command of the 
Shenandoah in 1872, in preventing the Italian iron-clad Compte de 
Verdi from going ashore in the harbor of Spezia, and for which 
service he received an official letter of thanks from the Italian 
government. To the request that the tax should be remitted on 





the score of courtesy, the reply was made, “ That it was not a mat- 
ter of courtesy, nor of good will, but of law, and that no one had 
the authority to remit a tax of this or any other description.” 


A NavAL Officer tells us how Rear-Admiral of the White, Sir 
Thos. Trowbridge, R. N., Bart., became a midshipman, as follows; 

ir Thomas was the son of a Mr. Trowbridge, a baker in the city of 
Westminster. Sir Charles Saunders, an Admiral and 1st Cem- 
missioner of the Admiralty, was afflicted with the gout, of which 
he ultimately died. To ease his tortures of thischronic in his 
worst paroxysms his legs were rubbed by his housekeeper, a rela- 
tive of Mr. Trowbridge. The old lady being taken ill during one 
of his worst fits the little daughter of Mr. T. was sent to attend 
him, her soft hands, pleasing manners, and infantine symplicity 
were more agreeable than the frigid exertions of the old woman, 
and the gouty old Admiral requested a continuance of her atten- 
tions. He inquired of Mr. Trowbridge if he had any son who 
wished to enter the naval service. Mr. Trowbridge informed him 
he hadason, then a cabin boy in a West Indiaman, a promising 
lad, who would like such an appointment, and on his return home 
Sir Charles had him appointed a midshipman on board the Seahorse 
in 1773, which soon sailed for the East Indigs. Sir Charles soon 
dying, the midshipman influence was exhausted, and his rise in the 
service was owing to his own character and merits and the friendship 
of Lord Nelson, who was his fellow midshipman and messmate on 
board the Seahorse. Sir Thos. Trowbridge entered the Royal Navy 
in 1773. On the Ist of January, 1783, having passed the intermedi- 
ate grades of lieutenant and master commander he was made post 
captain in the Active, 38. In 1797 he commanded the Culloden, 74. 
On the 23d November, 1799, he was created a Baronet of Great Bri- 
tain. In 1809 he was appointed captain of the Channel fleet. On 
he 23d of April, 1804, he was promoted Rear-Admiral of the Blue; 
and sailed in the Blenheim for the East Indies in 1805, which vessel 
is supposed to have been lost with all on board in a hurricane off 
the Mauritius about March 1, 1807. His son commanding H. M. 
sloop Harrier, parted company with the Blenheim on that day—in 
a gale—which happily she survived. 

IN answer to arequest from Captain E. P. Howell of Atlanta, 
Ga., Gen. Sherman wrote from St. Augustine, Fla., Feb. 4, giving 
at length his opinion of the present condition and thé future pros- 
pects of Georgia. This State presents unusual attractions for Nor- 
thern emigrants, he concludes, and, now that slavery is out of the 
way, there is no good reason why they should not go there. He 
advises the Georgians, however, to stop their talk about carpet- 
baggers. ‘The General says: “TI have resided in San Francisco, 
Leavenworth and St. Louis, and of the men who have built up 
these great cities, I assert that not one in fifty was a native of the 
place. All, or substantially all, were carpet-baggers—i. e., emi- 
grants from all parts of the world, many of them from the South. 
Our Supreme Court, Congress and our most prominent and intel- 
lectual men now hail from localities of their own adoption, not of 
their birth. Let the emigrant to Georgia feel and Yealize that his 
business and social position result from his own industry, his 
merits and his virtues, and not from the accidental place of his 
birth, and soon the great advantages of climate, soil, minerals, 
timber, etc., will fill up your country and make Atlanta one of the 
most prosperous, beautiful and attractive cities, not alone of the 
South, but of the whole continent, an end which I desire quite as 
much as you do. Our nation has passed its infancy with the usual 
diseases peculiar to that period of life, and now, in its second cen- 
tury, it enters on its epoch of manhood. In this you, a younger 
man, have more at stake than I. I beg of you to look ahead and 
not behind, and to encourage by word and example every effort to 
make Georgia the contented home of three or four millions of in- 
dustrious and virtuous people.” Of his personal experience at the 
South the General says: “‘ Though I was personally regarded the 
bete noir of the late war in your region, the author of all your woes, 
yet I admit that I have just passed over the very ground desolated 
by the civil war, and have received everywhere nothing but kind 
and courteous treatment from the highest to the lowest, and I 
heard of no violence to others for opinion’s sake. Some Union 


men spoke to me of social ostracism, but I saw nothing of it, and 
even if it exist it must disappear with the present generation. Our 
whole framework of government and history is founded on the 
yersonal and political equality of citizens, and greeny teaches 
that social distinctions can only rest on personal merit and corres 
ponding intelligence, and if any part of a community cl to 
distinctions founded on past conditions it will grow less and less 
with time, and finally disappear. Any attempt to build up an aris- 
tocracy or a privileged class at the South on the fact that their 
fathers or grandfathers once owned slaves will result in a ridiculous 
failure and subject the authors to the laughter of mankind. 








Mr. Epwri OC. Tayor. of Tiffany and Co., pub- 
lishes in the International Review tor February, an in- 
teresting article upon the relative excellence of Eng- 
lish and American silver work. Not only, says Mr. 
Taylor, have the English manufacturers found rivals 
among Americans, but in the working of precious 
metals, which ranks high among industrial arts, even 
France herself, who has long been regarded as the 
citadel of all artistic work, has frankly and honorably 
acknowledged the equality of America’s manufac- 
tures. The taking of the coveted grand prize by an 
American exhibitor, with the additional distinction of 
the decoration of the Legion of Honor, is the highest 

ssible official recognition of the supremacy of our 
metallic art work. The English have clung with ab- 
solute devotion to classic traditions, while America, 
the youngest of the great nations, has wedded her art 
to that ef the ancient East, and the offspring—an 
American renaissance—is the new school of Japanese- 
American design. The decoration of American plate 
has been rendered more attractive and varied by the 
introduction (by means of various metallic alloys) of 
the valuable element of color—a novel feature in the 
enrichment of such wares. Gold, platinum, copper, 
and other metals have also been employed, and the 
action of chemical reagents upon various metallic 
compounds has revealed peculiar properties which 
aftord new effects in this field of art, that only scienti- 
fic investigation could discover. Another h ghly de- 
corative agent is formed of laminations of different 
metals, producing an effect not unlike the graining of 
rare woods; and although this remarkable combination 
may aiso have been suggested by examples of Japa- 
aesze decoration, the American productions so far sur- 
passed any previous etorts that they were regarded 
with astonishmeat even by the clever Japanese them.

SPEAKER RANDALL, February 4, submitted to the 
House a ictter to him from the Secretary of the 
Navy, dated January 9, 1579, in regard to the com- 
pletion of the four double-turreted monitors now in 
the hands of the contractors, nearly completed, but 
work on them suspended for lack of funds.

* * * They will, if completed, add materially to the 
effectiveness of the Navy, but if left in their present 
condition their value will constantly deteriorate, and 
in the end they will become an entire loss.” 


ReAR-ApDMIRAL T. H. PaTTERson, commanding 
U. 8. Naval force on the Asiatic Station, reports from 
Yokohama, under date January 10, the movements of 
the vessels of hiscommand, The Alert sailed Jan. 4 
for San Francisco, The following changes were 
made in assignment of officers: Commander Manley 
to the Alert and Commander Boyd to the Ranger ; 
Lieut, Chas. A. Adams from the Alert to the Ranger ; 
Master J. D. Keeler from the Monocacy to the Alert ; 
Ensign Chas. J. Badger from the Alert to the Mono 
cacy ; Midshipman Geo, C. Faulk from the Monocacy 
to the Alert ; Midshipmen C, C. Rogers and J. C, 
Gillmore f:om the Monongahela to the Alert. The 
Ranger was going to Foochow, Swatow snd possibly 
Hong Kong, via Kobe and Nagasaki. On Dec. 23, 
she was sent to the relief of the American ship Paul 
Rover, of Boston, which was reported to be in a 
dapgerous position in the Eastern Bay, with half of 
her crew sick with scurvy and unable to work ship. 
He anchored her in a safe position in the harbor. 
The Ashuelot was supposed to have sailed from Maz. 
ila Dec. 27 for Bangkok, Siam. The Monocacy would 
Jeave Yokohama in a few days for Shanghai, The 
Palos was at Tientsin. 





Tue Constitution passed out of the harbor of Havre 
at 3.20 Pp. m., Jan. 16, and discharged the Havre pilot 
at 3.45. The Channel pilot suggested that it was 
advisable to get well to the northward in conse— 
quence of the probability of the wind coming out in 
that direction, and thus avoid the dangers to lee- 
ward—that is the French coast and Channel Islands. 
The course to be steered was N. W. by N., and the 
ship was kept es nearly as possible in that direction. 
The speed by log at midnight was about 7} knots. 
The wind was quite steady in direction between N. 
E. by E. and E. N. E., or about abeam. The speed 
of the ship ranged from 5 to 8 knots by log. The 
officer of the deck, who came on at midnight, Lieut. 
E. W. Very, was satisfied that the ship had not been 
underlogged during his watcb. At 2.15, an object, 
high, distinct, and well defined, was seen, and im- 
mediately the ripple of waves on the beach was 
heard. The helm was put hard down, and other 
measures taken, when the sbip came to tbree-quar- 
tera of a point and took the ground quite easily. 
The Channel pilot was of the opinion that the cause 
of the sbip overrunning ber reckoning must have 
been an unusual set towards the English coast. The 
constant change of wind at that season makes the 
tidal currents very uncertain and irregular. He had 
not the slightest suspicion that the ship was not at a 
safe distance from the English coast, end believed 
that as the wind was tending toward the North, it 
would be well to be to windward, so as to run out of 
the Channel without difficulty, and avoid the dan- 
gerous vicinity of the Channel Islands. It 1s esti- 
mated that the ship overran her reckoning 23 miles, 
working from the 10 P. m. position, making allow- 
ance for the tidal current, and 25 miles with no 
allowance, Captain Badger was on deck until mid- 
night, and did not go to bed. He was inspecting 
the chart in the cabin at the time the vessel struck, 
and bad given orders to keep off and run down the 
Channel, which orders were to have gone iuto effect 
in 15 minutes from the time the vessel struck. The 
weather was hazy, but net very thick. No lights were 
seen in approaching the coast. Captain Badger had no 
reason to doubt the accuracy of the Jog, and looked 
himself at several of the heavings. 

From the flagship Trenton, Villefranche, France, 
January 24, 1879, a correspondent writes as follows: 
“There was quite an excitement in the harbor o/ 
Villefranche yesterday, in consequence of Rear Ad- 
miral William E. LeRoy being relieved from the 
command of the European force by John Lee Davis, 
Captain U. 8S. N., (temporarily) commending the 
flagsbip Trenton, in accordance with an order issued 
by the Secretary of the Navy, in a recent date of the 
JouRNAL. Thursday, the 23d inst., was the day 
named on which Admiral LeRoy was to take his 
leave of the force in the European waters, and at 11 
o’clock A.M, all hands were called to muster to hear 
read the order from the Hon. Secretary of the Navy, 
detaching the Rear Admiral and placing John Lee 
Davis, the Chief of Staff, in command of the fleet. 
The retiring Admiral, in a jew brief words addressed 
the officers and crew, returning thanks for the able 
support that bad been given him during his charge 
of the station for fifteen months, After the ceremony 
of speech making had been ended, Lieut. Commander 
Nicoll Ludiow hastened forward on the forecastle 
where the gunner and his mates were stationed at 
the breechloaders, and a salute of thirteen guns was 
fired, during which ceremony the flag of Admiral 
William E,. LeRoy was hauled down by the veteran 
quartermaster, apparently regretting that it was tu 
be stowed away in the signal chest on the quarter 
deck. During the descent of the bunting the marine 
guard paid their respects with ‘ present arms,’ The 
order was given to ‘ pipe down,’ and the officers were 
invited to the cabin on the half deck, where * good 
healths’ and ‘God speeds’ were indulged in until 
one o’clock, when the barge was called away manned 
by ward room and steerage officers, Mr. Dent and 
Mr. Heath in the bows and Lieut. Commander Nicoll 
Ludlow and Fleet Surgeon Delavan Bloodgood were 
at the strokes. The coxswain box was filled by the 
present Commander of the fleet. The Admiral de- 
scended the gangway and entered his boat much 
surprised at the transformation of his crew, and, amid 
the enthusiastic cheering of the crew on board the 
flagship, was reluctantly pulled away to the beach, 
where the much loved Admiral was landed and took 
a carriage for Nice, where he is to sojourn for a few 
days prior to bis departure for America.”

THE ACCIDENT TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


Tue London Army and Navy Gazelte gives a history 
of the trigate Constituiwn, concluding with this ac- 
count of the recent accident to her : 

Remaining at Havre during the French Exhibition 
she had reloaded, and bad just started for America 
when she grounded off Bollard Point. The Constitution 
left Havre at 3 P.M. on January 16, 1879, with an 
E. N. E. wind, and every prospect of soon clearing 
the Channel. Mr. Billing, the well known North Sea 
and Channel pilot, who piloted the French Baltic Fleet 
in 1870-71, was in charge of the ship. At midnight, 
Mr. Billing desired to alter course to the southward, 
so as not to,;approach too near the English coast. 
Captain O. C. Badger, commanding the Constitution, 
together with Lieutenant Thomas, the navigatiog 
officer of the ship, thought there could be no danger 
in holding on, taking ihe run by the log into consider- 
ation. No lights, not even that of Cape Barfleur, had 
been seen. The weather was thick, with a moderate 
breeze and a smooth sea. At 2.15 the pilot again 
urged that the course should be altered, and Captain 
Badger, Iaeutenant Thomas, and Mr. Billing were in 
the cabin discussing the question, when Lieutenant 
Very, the officer of the watch, observing what ap- 
peared to be a heavy squall or thick cloud coming 
dowa upon the weather bow, ordered the helm to be 
put up and the sbip to be kept away. Before she could 
answer her helm she ren into three and a half fathoms 
water, aud took the ground under a cliff 350 feet high. 
This was what Lieutenant Very saw the loom of 
through the mist, and it was now evident that the 
Constitution bad overrun her reckoning by twenty 
miles. The hands were at once turned up, sails were 
furled, topgallaut yards and masts were struck, rock- 
ets were sent up and distress guns were fired, the boats 
were hoisted out, and the siream anchor and cable 
were laid out astern. The Coastguard boat came along- 
side. They informed the captain of his position off 
Bollard Point, near Swanage, and recommended tug 
assistance being at once procured. For this purpose a 
lieutenant was at once despatched on shore. In the 
meantime the ship was being lightened in every way 
possible, but every now and ugain « heavy swell would 
roll in and cause the ship to strike heavily. She gave 
several thumps, which seemed likely to shake her 
masts out or bilge her bottom. Every officer, and 
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man was on deck until 8 a. m. on Friday morning, 
when twenty minutes was allowed for breakfast. Tu 
now made their sppearance, coming from Weymouth, 
Poole, and Cowes, bringing with them lighters wherein 
to place the heavy weights carried by the Oonstsiution. 
Into these were stowed the bower and sheet anchors 
and their cables, guns, etc. The Portsmouth Dock- 
yard tug Malta, with Staff Captain Thomas Dathan on 
board, now arrived, and Captain Dathan took charge 

f the floating arrangements. ‘Three tugs and §tbhe 
Malia took the Vonstiiution in tow, and tried to start 
her at noon, but no impression was made on the ship 
until 3.25 p.m, when, it being bigh water, the united 
eftorts of the four tugs gave ber a good start, and the 
‘Old Irensides” came off. She was towed into Ports. 
mouth Herbor, and has had her bottom examined. 
Her false keel and a good ceal of copper has been 
knocked off. To repair the damage the Conséstution 
will go into dock, and when thorougbly refitted will 
proceed on her homeward voyege. This old vessel 
may well be called the ‘‘ lucky ship” of the American 
Navy. During the war of 1812 she bad three hard 
fights, besides miror skirmishes and brusbes with the 
enemy. In Barbary she was in seven bombardments. 
During the whole period of her active service she had 
but one captain wounded and four Jieutenants killed. 
She never lost a sail or spar during those wars except 
in action. Finally, in a service of eighty-two years, 
as far as can be ascertained, she was never ashore be 
fore the morning of January 17, 1879, and then, we 
are forced to ask, Where was the lead ? 


A correspondent on board of the Constitution in- 
forms us that these reflections upon the officers of the 
vessel are entirely uncalled for. 








PHYSIOLOGY ON THE ‘‘ TENNESSEE.” 


From a pamphiet recently rublished by Thos. J. 
Turner, A.M., M.D., PH.D., Medical Inspector U. 8S. 
Navy, entitled ‘‘ Air and Moisture on Shipboard,” ‘* A 
Fragment of Applied Physiology,” it would naturally 
be inferred that the crew of the U. S. 8. Zennessee on 
her retarn to the United States last summer, were 
found to be in an emaciated and enervated condition, 
owing to so much “washing” and “scrubbing,” 
which the learned Doctor claims to have been done on 
board that vessel. All who visited that ship can testify 
to the perfect condition of her crew physically as well 
as to the extreme neatness of the ship. The Board of 
Inspection were so much pleased with the condition of 
both ship and crew that they requested the Acting 
Secretary of the Navy, who was in the vicinity to visit 
her, which he did. The following letter to her com- 
mander explains itself: 


Navy DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, July 16, 1878, 
Captain Jonathan Young, U. S. Navy, U. S. S. Tennessee, New 
York; 


Str: From the report of an inspection of the U. 8. 8. Tennessee 
made by the Board of Inspection on the recent arrival of that ves- 
sel from the Asiatic station, the Department learns with much 
gratification of the excellent condition of that ship. She is referred 
to as a fine specimen of a ship-of-war, and the exercises and drills 
indicate that efficiency pervades every department of the vessel, 
reflect great credit on her commanding and other officers, and bear 
testimony to the gradual improvement in the skill and character of 
the enlisted men of the Navy. Very respectfully, 

CHARLES Devens, Acting Sec’y of the Navy. 

It is a singular fact, that the learned Doctor should 
have forgotten when quoting the daily routine of ship- 
cleaning for the Zennessee, that this routine was abol- 
ished by the commanding officer, soon after taking 
command, and as soon as it was brought to his notice. 
The wetting of the decks, or ‘‘ deluge” as the learned 
Doctor is pleased to term it, wa3 only resorted to when 
it was absolutely necessary for cleanliness. The learned 
Doctor, in his pamphlet, alludes once or twice to the 
celebrated cruise of Noah. It is a singular fact that 
the ** Ark,” like the Zennessee, was safely brought into 
port with no sickness on board, although the former 
vessel had net the advantage ef kaving on board so 
learned and scientific a person as an A.M., M.D., 
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Mr. Ropgson’s ADMINISTRATION.—The Democratic 
members of the House Naval Committee, who consti- 
tute a majority of the committee, have presented a re- 
port in which they review Mr. Robeson’s administra- 
tion of the Navy Department. They charge him with 
having disposed of public property in disregard anc 
violation of the law. Tbey say: ‘‘ During the eight 
years of Mr. Robeson’s administration there disap- 
peared from the Navy register the names of seventy 
vessels, of which five were lost at sea, forty-six were 
sold and the proceeds paid into the Treasury, three 
were sold and the proceeds paid over to contractors, 
and twenty were destroyed by the order of Mr. Roke- 
som, and the meterials cut up and turned over or cred- 
ited to contractors. If this destroyed property, which 
cost the Government $100,000,000, is credited at only 
$50 000,000, we heve an expenditure during eight years 
of over $232,000,000. The property sold and disposed 
of would certainly have yielded a revenue of $20,000,- 
000 to any prudent private individusl. In fact, the 
Government received for it less than $2,000,000. Now, 
subtracting from the annual appropriations for the 
Navy the sums applied to its maintenance, it is found 
that over $61,000,000 were applied to construction, 
equipment and armament. This mskes nearly $65,- 
000,000 applied to construction, a sum which, if ap- 
plied to building war vessels, would have given us 
seventy new vessels like the 7renton—one of the best 
in the Navy—a number sufficient to have made a Navy 
at once respectable and uselul.” 

These members of the committee “find that for the 
indebtedness of the Navy at the time the investigation 
begun, and that for the unlawful sale and dispvusition 
of large amounts of property belonging to the Govern- 
ment, and the unlawful disposition of large sums of 
the public money appropriated for the Naval service, 
George M. Robeson, late Secretary of the Navy ; W 
W. Wood, late chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing; Isaiah Hanscom, late chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repairs, and the chiefs of the Bureau of 
Provisions and Clothing from 1872 to March, 1877, are 
chiefly responsible. By the late chief of the Bureau of 
Provisions and Ciothing, Paymaster-General Wat- 
mough, it is said, that being acting chief alone during 
the greater part of this time, he felt bound, without 
contrary instructions from the head of the department 
or the real head of the bureau, Paymaster-General 
Bradford, to pursue the policy of his said chief. This 
being so would tend greatly to relieve him. Thereport 
recommends that the conduct of Chief Eagineers Stew- 
art, Fithian and Henderson, and Paymaster Russell be 
inquired into. 

The report concludes by declaring that it is the duty 
of the House to mark its condemnation of the illegal 
practices of these former officers of the Navy Depart- 
ment, and to invite the attention of the Executive De- 
partment upon which rests the reeponsibility of fur- 
ther action in the premiees. 

The minority of the committee, whose report has not 
yet been made public, came to avery different con- 
clusion, and the division of the committee on political 
lines destroys the value of their several reports, except 
so far as they are sustained by a careful and unpreju- 
diced review of the testimony taken. 








A DESPATCH dated Feb, 10 to the New York World 
says: ‘‘At the semi-annual examination of the cadet 
midshipmen at the Naval Academy, recently closed, 
one of the cadets of the second claes asked permission 
to leave the room, and while out, it is said, he secreted 
a book with which he was assisted in the examination. 
Some of his classmates, in view of the oath adminis- 
tered to all on such occasions ‘not to seek, receive, 
or give assistance from any quarter whatever,’ on 
learning of the action of the cadet were very indignant 
at his conduct, and it is understood the class will re-

justly passed over by the promotions made in conformity with 
the act of Congress approved July 25, 1866, and such Officers 
shall have the right to appear in person and present to euch 
board their cause of grievance, The board so organized shall 
report their conclusions to the Secretary of the Navy, who shall 
report the same to Congress. 

Approved, February 5, 1879. 


The occasion for this act is that some officers of the 
Navy have claimed the right to appear before the board 
of examination for promotion in person to present the 
evidence to show their title to the promution which 
was not granted to them. Some of these officers in- 
tend to apply for a board at once. Commanders 
Edward B. McCrea and Henry Erben are among those 
affected by the resolution. 








Tue Lire Savine Service —In his annual report 

for the last fiscal year. the superintendent of the Life Savin 
Service records a remarkable improvement in life-saving pow 
nance, by which a greater range and a considerable reduction in 
weight are effected. The new gun, whichis of bronze, weighe, 
with its bed and shot, only 202 pounds, and bas attained a maxi- 
mum range of 695 yards. The mortar heretofore in general use 
at the stations weighed 312 pounds, and its maximum range wes 
421 yards. The importance of this achievement will be appreci- 
ated when it is remembered that the apparatus has to be dragged 
in most instances by hand, and by only seven men, whatever the 
distance niay be from the station to the scene of the wreck 
which makes the diminution of the burden exceedingly desira: 
ble. The increase of the range is also higb!y gratifying, recal- 
ling the dieasters to the Giovanni and the Circassian, where so 
many perished because the wrecks were just beyond the 1each 
of line shote, The stations have been supplied with the new 
guns. This improvement is due to the genius of Lieutenant D. 
A. Lyle, of the Ordnance Department of the Army, the report 
says, who was detailed to assist the Life-Saving Service at the 
instance of the General Superintendent in conducting experi- 
ments in 1877 with this object in view. Lieutenant I yle’s report 
of bis experiments is annexed to the report of the Geners! Suyer- 
intendent, by whom it is spoken of in highly comp! mentary 
terms and pronounced a standard authority upon the subject of 
life-saving ordnance. 
The telephone has been introduced at each station between 
Cape Henry and Kitty Hawk,in the Sixth district. This has 
been done through the co-operation of the Signal Service, to 
which the telegraph line upon that coast belongs. The firet use 
to which it was put was to transmit the intelligence of the oc- 
currence of a wreck to headquarters. There were during the 
year within the limite of the operations of the service 171 disae- 
ters to vessels against 186 the highest number !n any previous 
vear. The number of lives saved was 1,331, and the number lost 
226. Of the latter number 183 perished in the disaster to the 
United States steamer Huron and the steamship Metropolis—98 
in the former and 85 in thelatter. The nomber of shipwrecked 
persons sheltered and succored at the stations during the year 
was 426. The total value of property saved is estimated at $1,- 
097,375, and the amount lost at $1,527,360. The number of dis- 
asters involving the total loss of veseels and cargoes was 595. 
59 vessels and cargoes were totally lost in contrast with the 
highest antecedent record of 34,

Britisu military papers are at present giving much 
attention to the subject of desertions from the ranks, 
and the suggestions to remedy this crying evil are in- 
numerable. The United Service Gazette, in an article 
on the subject, recommends the foliowing as, in its 
opinion, the best means for the prevention cf desertion: 

To mark or photograph all who belong to the Army, 
both officers and men. Give extra rewards at the end 
of three years to recruiters according to the number of 
recruits they enlist, provided the recruits are effective 
soldiers at that time. Improve the comforts of the 
barrack roon.s, and messing. Allow no stoppage to be 
made from the recruits’ pay (except for carelessness) 
for at least three months after joining. Allow com” 
manding officers to discharge men st the end of six 
months, should they consider such men unfit for the 
service. Punish apprehended deserters more severely. 
Grant good-conduct badges to men with one year’s 
service under existing regulations. Never grant fur- 
loughs to men who have under one year’s service. 
Avoid long punishment, such as confinement to bar- 
racks, for minor offences. Publish alist of deserters 
monthly in the dai'y and weekly press. Some such 
rules might be effective in our service, but it is grati. 
fying to be able to state that of late years the numbers 
of desertions has materially decreased. 








One of our English contemporaries, the Army 
and Navy Gazette, expresses the following judicious 
opinion in regard to appropriations for the sup.

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THE ARMY BILL IN CONGRESS. 
N Saturday, the House completed the new Army 

bill, and sent it to the Senate. This action 
gives us & convenient opportunity for reviewing the 
bill as it stands, and for revising some erroneous 
impressions produced by early, unofficial accounts 
of it. 
The basis of the new bill is the regular annual Ap- 
propriation bill reported by Mr. Hewitt; but, as 
with the boy’s knife that received a new handle and 
several new blades, the original part has dwindled 
to quite modest dimensicns, compared with the 
amendments, Indeed, Mr, Hewirt's bill, as reported, 
was itself very different, as we remarked last week, 
from the first draft, which was a genera! scheme of 
Army reduction. As introduced into the House, it 
was a measure of eleven sections, of which the first 
was designed as the support bill proper, while the 
other ten had evidently been constructed as a partial 
substitute for some of the most desirable parts of the 
Burnsipk bill, incase the latter should fall to the 
ground, We have already said, and are glad to re- 
peat, that in the main, and with the exception of one 
or two pr>visions like that which continued the 
stopping of promotions, the bill of Mr. Hewirr was 
singularly moderate, liberal, and sensible, and as free 
from objections as any bill is likely to be which turns 
an annual money supply into a general statute of 
legislation. 
Even in the first section, or Appropriation bill pro- 
por, there was some new legislation ; its particulars 
were given in our regular Washington letter of last 
week, The second section of Mr. Hewirt’'s bill, or 
the one providing that all the regulations and the 
general orders now in force shall be codified under 
the direction «f the War Office, and issued to the 
Army, is a very wise one, and met no opposition. 
The Army has been trying for years to have this 
done; and with the new legislation of last year and 
the probable legislation of the present, the matter 
becomes one of great importance. Nevertheless, we 
should say that it would have been better to find out 
first what is to become of the various amendments 
and additions to the regulations contained in the full 
BuRNSIDE plan. 
The third section of Mr. Hewirt's bill rearranges 
the aide-de-camp system. It gives the General four 
aides, the Lieutenant-General three, and all other 
general officers two each. It thus allows the General, 
the Lieut.-General, and each Brigadier-General one 
more aid each than the BurNsIDE bill, and the Msjor- 
Generals as many as the latter. It gives to the side, 
while so serving, the pay, privileges, and emoluments 
of one grade higher than that of his regiment or 
corps rank,

The changes in regard to the retired list deserve 
more detailed notice, especially as they have hitherto 
been generally reported wrongly, if at all. The House 
bill, as it has passed, preserves clause first, fifth, 
sixth, seventh, eighth and nioth of section 40 of the 
BURNSIDE bill, adding, however, to the last this pro- 
viso, not in the original: “ This act, in discontinuiag 
certain grades and titles of office shall not thereby 
vacate the commissions of the present incumbents, 
but they shall be retained, retired, transferred, pro- 
moted, or discharged, as other officers, according to 
the provisions of this act.” Finally, on referring to 
the omitted clauses, second, third, and fourth, as 
published in the Journat of Dec. 21, 1878, it will 
be seen that they are those suspending the limit to 
the retired list, retiring officers on application, after 
30 years’ service, and compulsorily at 62 years of age, 
and retiring fur unfitness to serve. Mr. Wuire’s 
amendment then adds, as provisions for promotion, 
staff details and instruction, sections 95, 96, 97, 107, 
120, 122, 123, 261, 262 of the original BurNsipDE bill, 
to complete its system. 

The amendment, as now described, was agreed to 
in Committee of the Whole, and was afterwards 
passed in the House, and forms a part ‘of the bill as 
it comes before the Senate. 

And here, having thus reviewed the main part of 
this House legislatii n, we may pause to point out 
the great defect and iojustice of loading Army and 
Navy appropriation bills with extraneous matter. 
Here was a great and comprehensive scheme of Army 
reorganization, prepared with remarkable skill aod 
fidelity, and so clocel7 inwrought in all its detail 
that General SHermMan had ventured the belief 
that it would have to stand substantially as a whole, 
or fallasa whole. The wise course would have been 
to pass the annual appropriation bill for another 
year, and then take up the Burnsipge measure and 
discuss it, merits and demerits together, and act on 
it after full and deliberate debate. Instead of that, 
such parts of it only were taken as could be attached 
to the appropriation bill without breaking the rules 
of amendment. Since much has been said this year, 
and is said every year, ot this latter subject, we will 
here throw such light as may be on it, by quoting 
the famous Rule 120, which regulates the legislation 
on appropriation bills. It is as follows: 

No appropriation shall be reported in such general appropria- 
tion bill or be in order as an amendment thereto for any expen- 
diture not previously authorized by law, unless io continuation 
of appropriations for such public works and objects as are 
alre in progress ; nor ehull any provision in any such bill or 


ment thereto changing existing law be in order except 
ouch a0, being germane to the subject-matter of the bill, chal! 


retrench expenditures. 

Keeping this in mind, it will be seen why r~me 
portions of the BurNsipE scheme were omitted in 
Mr. Wuite’s amendment, which otherwise would 
have been introduced, and, very likely, passed.

After the reorganizition scheme of the BURNSIDE 
commission had thus in the main been added as sec 
tion 4 of the bill as it stands, its reductions in line 
and in staff being adopted, and the new reserved list 
for surplus officers constituted, but several retired 
list provisions and the few others just spoken of 
omitted, it was next in order to go on with the rest 
of Mr. Hewrrr’s bill, into which this reorganization 
plan had been inserted. 

Several of Mr. Hewrrt's sections were dropped, as 
superseded by Mr. Wurre’s amendment, and these 
we need not sprak of, First’ came section 5; as 
adupted, it provides that when a vacancy occurs in 
the Spanish or the French professorship of the Mil- 
itary Academy, the two shall be combined under the 
surviving iacumbent. This, let us hope, settles a 
curious controversy extending over a generation, and 
not without its humorous features, A provision that 
no person over forty-five years of age should here- 
after b2 appointed a professor of the Military Acad- 
emy, was defeated. The next section credits officers 
of the Army and the Navy with their service, us 
officers or enlisted mer, in ‘the war of the rebellion, 
in computing their psy, and also with the highest 
rank, exclusive of brevet rank, held in the regular or 
voluateer service before retirement, in case of retire- 
ment hereafter by reason of wounds received in ac- 
tion, Tuis is certainly a liberal provision, though 
we do not see why it sHould be limited to officers 
‘* hereafter” retired, nor exactly what legislation for 
the Navy has to do with an Army appropriation bill. 

The bill as passed also contains Mr. Hewirt's sec- 
tion that each member of the next two graduating 
classes of the Military Academy may elect to reczive 
$750 and mileage to his home; and in that case shall 
not be eligible to appointment in the Army until two 
years after his graduation, This is a liberal provis- 
ion, and yet an unjust one, because the classes now at 
West Puint entered with the implied contract of the 
Government to take them into the Army as officers 
on graduation, A much mixed section next follows— 
the result of considerable chopping and pstching— 


declaring: 
Officers who may be detailed to service in the Pay Department 
shall give bonds inthe same amount as is now required from 


paymasters: Provided, Toat appointments to the grade of pay- 
master may be made from persons who have served as additional 
paymaeters and have not passed the age of forty-five years: And 
provided further, That nothing shall prevent the appointment of 
a chief of engineers with the rank of a brigadier-general when a 
vacancy shall occur. 


Io place of bis original section, cleventh and last, 
discontinuing promotions, but now n>» longer de- 
sired, Mr, Hewitt offered one so amending the R: 
vised Statutes, Sections 2002 and 5523, that troops 
shall no longer be allowed to ** keep the peace at the 
polls,” and that officers and others shall be heavily 
punished for bringing troops to places where elec 
tions are held. There is no danger that officers will 
do any more political duty than they are compelled 
todo, Any legislation of this sort that Congress is 
pleased to make will not be grumbled at. 

To complete a round doz:n of sections, Mr. Hew- 
Itt added one giving the Secretary of War the 
power to lend spare small srms and piecea of field 
artillery to colleges and universities, under certain 
restrictions; and then Mr. WuiTz made a slight 
change in the section about discharging or retiring 
officers unfitted for duty. We must also mention 
Mr. ButueR’s early amendment, authorizing tele- 
grams to b2 sent by railroad companies which have 
telegraphs, for the Government and the public, at 
rates to be fixed by the Government under the tele- 
graph statutes. 

There was, by this time, s» much added to the an- 
nual appropriation bill, that it is rather surprising to 
learn that an ameudment authorizing the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Roprnson to b2 paymaster was rejected, 
after much debate. The proposed transfer of the 
Iodian Office to the War Department was als? de- 
feated. 

Such is the Army bill as it goes before the Senate. 
It now remains to see what they will do with it. 

Whatever they do, Congress should make sure of 
passing the Army appropriation proper in due 


season, and not repeat the folly and injustice of two 
years ago, 

Thus far Senator BuRNsIDE has proposed amend - 
ments restoring the clauses omitted from his retired 
list plan--that is, declaring that the present limita- 
tion of the number of officers on the retired list 
shall be suspended; that every officer other than a 
general officer who shall be sixty-two years of age at 
the passage of the act shall be at once retired, and 
that all such officers who at the passage of the act 
shall be between the ages of sixty and sixty two 
shall be at cnce transferred to the reserved list, and 
as they reach the age of sixty two shall be retired. 
Other amendments declare that the engineers are a 
part of the line; that the corps of general officers 
shall consist of the general, lieutenant-general, 3 
major-generals, and 6 brigadier generals; and that 
no field officer shall be transferred from the reserved 
list to the line unless he shall have served therein at 
least twelve years, and that the chiefs of the several 
staft departments and of the Corps of Eugineers 
shall be appointed by selection from the department 
or corps in which the vacancy occurs. Senator 
Ferry’s amendment provides that brevets conferred 
on volunteer officers, who are now regular officers, 
for services in the field, shall confer the same rights 
and privileges as if originally conferred in the Regu- 
lar Army. And Senator Spzncer has submitted a 
detailed substitute for reorganization which we sum 
mariz2 in another column. These amendments are 
in the hands of the Senate Military Committee. We 
should bave added above that the pending bill re- 
peals last year’s provision regarding the place of 
establishing departmental and other headquarters. 








THE ZULU WAR. 


Tux bloodiest battle which British arms have 
known for twenty years has taken place in South 
Atrica, and bas ended in a great disaster. The scene 
of this battle was the Tugela River, which separates 
Zululand from Natal; the defeat was inflicted by 
Cetewayo, King of the Zulus, whose country Lord 
CHELMSFORD, a soldier of experience and promise, 
at the head of a column composed of British soldiers 
and native auxiliaries, was attempting to invade, 

Toe land of the Zulus is a defensible region, ex 
tending from the Indian ocean back to a range of 
mountains which separates it from the Transvaal ; its 
Southern line is the Tugela, flowing between it and 
tbe British territory of Natal, while its Northern 
is Amatonga and the country of the Swazis, who 
dwell in the valley of the upper Pongola, Originally 
split up into several tribes, the Zulus are now gov- 
erned by one king, whose rule is despotic. Mr. 
AYLWARD has recently described them as the fiercest 
and best warriors in all Africa, while their proximity 
to the British on the one hand and the Portuguese 
on the other bas taught them the value of modern 
weapons. They fight no longer with bows and 
spears, but with breech-loadiog small arms and rifled 
cannons, supplied to them by English manufacturers, 
King CeTewAyo's troops are a standing army, 40,000 
stroog, having a definite and short term of service, 
and divided into drilled battalions. 

The origin of this war was the British annexation 
of the Transvaal R2public. Prior to that the Zulus 
had no trouble with the British, They had some 
dispute with the Dutch Boers, in regard to a small 
strip of territory on their Western boundary, which 
the Boers also claimed as belonging to the Transvaal. 
It has been asserted, with some authority, that, 
prior to the absorption of the Transvaal, Sir T. 
SHEPSTONE supported or favored the claims of the 
Zalus to this territory; but at all eveats, after the 
annexation, the Transvaal people scouted the Zulu 
claim, 

In fact Sir BARTLE FRERE found himaclf with two 
troubles on hand, arising out of the annexation. One 
of them was with SzcocogEnt, the independent Zulu 
chief, who rules over the region north of the Trans- 
vaal, between the Oliphant and Steelpatb rivers. 
The Dutch Boers of the Transvaal had fought him 
in 1876, and in January, 1877, concluded a peace 
with him on humiliating terms. Just a year ago, in 
February, 1878, the war broke out afresh, whether by 
SEcocoEN!’s fault or that of the British authorities 
the historian of the future may be able to determine. 











At any rate, the chief began raiding on the British 
settlements near Fort Weeber, in the Steelpath 


River, and afterwards near Lydenburg, which lies 
due East. This war has dragged along till now, 
and Colonel Rowianps, at last accounts, was posted 
on the confines of Szcocornr’s country, waiting for 
good weather anil roads to advance, 

Meanwhile, a far greater trouble arose than the one 
with Sxcocognt, or with the Galekas and Gaikas 
which preceded it. Undoubtedly Cermwayo was 
moved by the headway that Szcocozni and LEGou- 
wana had heen able to make against the British, but 
he had also causes enough of his own for hostility. 
The disputed boundary question between him and 
the Boers of the Transvaal was, as we have said, 
taken up by the British authorities, and King CzTz- 
WAYO was naturally impressed with the belief that it 
would be decided against him, as the cause of the 
British was now that of the Boers. It is said that 
he began to occupy the disputed domain, and to 
make raids upon the settlers of the Transvasl, 
Whether that be true, or whether the latter began 
the hostile acts which the Zu!us were quick to resent 
we do not find means adequate to judge. But the 
net result was that the British quickly prepared to 
go to war with Cerewayo, and to wipe him out. 

That all things, however, might be done decontly 
and in order, a boundary commission had been ap- 
pointed to settle the difficulty about the disputed 
strip of land. It is said that this commission geve 
its award substantially in favor of the Zulus, so far 
as the land claims went. But regarding the exact 
terms of this settlement there is some dispute: and, 
at all events, it was coupled with some conditions by 
Sir Bartle Frere, as an ultimatum to King Cer- 
EWAyYo, which made war inevitable. One of the 
leading features of this ultimatum was that a repre 
sentative of the British government should be es- 
tablished in Zululand, should be respected as the 
mouthpiece of that government, and should govern 
such territory as might be awarded to the Transvaal 
government by the commission. He was to have a 
great many other powers and prerogatives, especially 
regarding the trial or punishment of persons of 
European descent, the result of which was, substan- 
tially, to place a pretectorate over Zululand, and to 
make its sovereign no longer a genuiae king. And, 
to add point to the whole matter, the king was re- 
quired to pay damages for injury alleged to have 
been inflicted upon British territory, aud also to 
give up the offenders, 

It was clear enough that these demands would 
bring war, though the full magnitude of the task 
undertaken seems to have not fully impressed the 
colonists, still less the home government. It is trus 
that in November Sir BaAntTLE Frere, in sending his 
ultimatum, despatched urgeat word for reinforce- 
ments, and these went forward, to a certain extent, 
in December, and again io January. But the actual 
columa which undertook to cross the Tugela and 
invade King Crerzwayo’s domains was far from 
powerful enough. It not only found an enemy strong 
in numbers, but wily in stratagem. The result of’ 
the movement has already been indicated. The 
overwhelmiag defeat of the British has cost probably 
about 600 officers and men, of whom only 70 were 
native auxiliaries, 102 wagons, 2 cannon, 1,000 oxen, 
1,000 rifles, 400 shot and shell, 60,000 lbs, of pro- 
visions, and 250,000 rounds of ammunition; since 
then the official despatch of Gen. Lord CHeums - 
FORD, which we publish elsewhere, gives a detailed 
account of the loss, and does not conceal the extent 
of the disaster. The Zulus evidently showed skill; 
first, in combining against a portion of their enemy 
while the columa was divided ; secondly, in choosing 
for the point of their attack the camp, with all its 
material for the campaiga, instead of the reconnoiter- 
ing force. Their bravery is also attested by their 
loss. That the Eaoglish soldiers fought skilfully and 
well need not be said. 

There is one point in this matter practical to our- 
selves, namely, the promptness with which the Brit - 
ish government is hurrying out reinforcements to the 
Cape. Nobody questivns thatthe firat duty of the 
government is to punish and overthrow Curzwayo. 
How different this sentiment is from the one which 
animates; our Government ! The parallel between 
Cerzwayo and Sirrine Bout, between the Tagela 
and the battle of the L ttle Bg Hora, between the 
fate of halt the 24th Iafantry and the fate of half of 
our 7th Cavalry has strack many readers in America, 





But our Congressmen are c!amoring for an Army re- 
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duction when the Cetewayo of the West is still un- 
subdued on ihe border, and when an Indian war may 
et any time break out, not less alarming than the 
one now begun in South Africa.

We clip the avove paragraph from the London 
Army and Navy Goestte of January 25. It will 
doubtless add to the surprise of our esteemed con- 
temporary to learn that the bill above alluded to 
has actually been introduced in the Senate, and has 
been referred to the Naval Committee of that body. 
No action has yet been taken upon it, however, and 
it is to be hoped that it will be reported upon ad- 
versely in its present shape. Young Broper gradu- 
uated from the training ship Worcester, analagous to 
the St, Marys now in use at New York, and, we be- 
lieve, was entitled to compete for an appointment as 
paval cadet on board the Britannia, While his act 
in not desiring to expatriate himself was praise- 
worthy, yet it would seem that he has been suf- 
ficiently rewarded (if such reward be necessary) in 
his appointment to a clerkship in the Department. 
The law prescribes the method for obtaining a mid- 
shipman’s warrant by requiring graduation from the 
Naval Academy as a preliminary therete, If young 
BropDER can pass the examination to which the cadet 
midshipmen who complete their academic course this 
year will be subjected in June next, probably uo one 
would object to his going on with that class, or with 
any otber which he might prove himself competent 
to join. But to make Mr, Bropgr an ensign without 
apy professional examination, as is proposed by the 
bill in question, would be committing an act of gross 
injustice not only to those midshipmen whom he 
would precede, but to the young man himsel/, in 
placing him in a position which his previous train- 
ing has probably not qualified him to fill with credit. 

We would suggest that the committee report a 
substitute authorizing the Secretary to appoiot Mr. 
BropER a cadet midsbipman, subject to the usual 
examination, with authority to place him in any 
class which upon further examination he may be 
found qualified to join.

EXPERIMENTS have been in progress some time in 
the outskirts of St. Petersburg with an invention of 
a Russian army doctor for destroying ironclads by 
means of dynamite shells. So far as the composition 
and destructive power of the explosive are concerned, 
the results are declared to have been extremely satis- 
factory, and the invention has now passed from the 
hands of the officials of the Technical Institute into 
those of the St. Petersburg Artillery Committee. By 
the latter the appliance will probably be thrown out, 
the shell being altogether unfit for the task assigned 
for it. The invention, however, will not be lost to 
Russia, as several artillery officers are engaged in 
experiments with an improved kind of shell, and 
sanguine expectations are expressed that the proper 
thing will be discovered before long. The echeme 
is regarded with great favor by the Grand Duke 
Constantine, who has given permission to several 
officers to conduct their experiments in the Govern- 
ment establishments. 








In the German imperial navy estimates fcr the cur- 
rent year the sum of 1,000,000 of marks is demanded for 
expenses connected with the attempted raising of the 
ironclad Grosser Kurfurst, off Folkestone. The en- 
gagement witb the contractors in London to raise the 
vessel expires in July. Should they succeed in carry- 
ing out their undertaking they will be entitled to £45,- 
000, in addition to half the proceeds of the sale of the 
wreck. Should they fail to raise the vessel by July 





they will be entitled to no compeusation whatsoever,

MODERN ARTILLERY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: In your issue of September 28, 1878, Chief 
Engineer J. W. King, of the Uaited States Navy, 
makes some couparisons in relation to ‘‘ Modern Euro- 
pean Artillery,” with that of the United States ; show- 
ing conclusively that we are sadly deficient in the 
power of our heavy rifled guns, giving abundant data 
to prove his statements. 

Mr. King shows that in the actual power in penetra- 
tion and range, the British guns are nearly double that 
of our American guns, and that in a contest between a 
British and American ship of war, our guns ‘‘ might 
as well be on shore,” and quoting from a paper read by 
the present. chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, says : 
** Various projects have been brought forward to con- 
vert our present smooth-bore guns into rifles ; but 
these are all make-shifts, permissible in time of war, 
but unpardonable waste in peace.” 

In his paper Mr. King seems to reflect somewhat 
upon our ordnance officers, but he does not refer to 
the authorship or number of the improveraents which 
have rendered foreign rifled guns so vastly superior to 
ours; but the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL in its issue 
of November 2, 1878, comes tv the rescue in defence 
of the Ordnance Department, and while substantially 
admitting the facts as stated by Mr. King, claims that 
the great superiority of these foreign guns, is clearly 
the result of the adoption of American inventions by 
foreign governments and gun manufacturers, giving 
statements in detail to show this. 

A writer in the ARMY AND Navy JournaL of Nov. 
23d, over the name of ** Ordnance,” evidently an ord- 
nance officer, criticises Mr. King’s letter in reference 
to the wonderful results of the foreign *‘ chambered” 
guns ; and in regard to our ability to make guns of 
greater power, he says: ‘* There is no doubt but that 
with reasonable expenditures by the Uuited States 
authorities, guns of the best quality can be procured in 
this country, and every feature of their construction 
would beof American origin.” > « ee Oe ee. 
King says, it will not suifice to place the responsi- 
bility with Congress, will he te!] us, why not? Cer- 
tainly the Chief of Ordnance of the War Department 
has constantly urged upon Uongress, from year to 
year, the defenceless condition of our sea ports.” 

Now, what are the facts? In 1863, Ferris did, with 
his ‘‘chambered” gun, in the presence of urdoance 
officers of this country, acting under official orders, 
produce initial velocities of 2,200 feet per second, and 
a range of nine miles ; and also fired a 33 pound shot 
clear through a 3 inch wrought iron plate. Mr. Fer- 
ris is an American inventor. Was he encouraged by 
the ordnance officers ? We know that he made per- 
sistent efforts, but only hear of these results in his own 
country. Prof. Tresdwell was an Americano inventor 
of high scientific attainments. He, too, urged his sys- 
tem upon the attention of the Goverament by letter 
and printed publications setting forth its merits. 

Between 1841 and 1845, Prof. Treadwell made for 
the United States Government six 6-pounders, and four 
32-pounder guns upon his system. These guns were 
subjected to the most severe tests. One 6-pounder be- 
ing fired 1,560 rounds, beginning with service charges 
and ending with 10 charges of 6 pounds of powder 
and 7 shot, without essentivl injury to the gun. A 32- 
pounder was fired a succession of charges, ending with 
14 pounds of powder and 5 shot, thereby showing 
the most remarkable powers of endurance of his sys- 
tem of construction. 

But what benefit bas the Government derived from 
this valuable invention, or these remarkable results ? 
None whatever, and were it not for the fact that 
Sir William Armstrong, long years after, developed it, 
it might now be considered amongst the lost arts. 

Broadwell spent much time and effort to secure 
favorable action upon his American invention, but to 
little or no purpose. The same results have followed 
the efforts of other meritorious American inveators. 

It is now claimed by high ordnance authority, and 
by ordnance officers who are charged with the improve- 
ment of American ordnance, that the great superi- 
ority of foreign guns is the result of the use of these 
American inventions in their construction. Is it not 
rather late in the day for the ordnance officers of this 
Government to acknowledge and give credit to whom 
it rightly belongs, when tue facts have been before 
them for so many years ? What benefit have the inven- 
tors or Government derivec from tuvis knowledge ? 
What explanation has the Ordoance Department to 
make for this? Perhaps it may be found in the letter 
of Gen. W. S. Hancock to the Vommittee on Keorgan- 
ization of tbe Army, when in relation to the Ordnance 
Department, he suys : 

All branches of the service should as far as possible add their 
information and experience in the use of arms to that of the 
Ordnance Department, for the production of the best arms, 
ammunition, and equipments, but instead of this our Ordnance 
Department is practically a close corporation, and ali officers 
from the General-in-Chief down are not only excluded from con- 
trol in it, but from its councils. 

Is not this the key to the whole matter ? If the gen- 
eral officers who use the weapons of war in fighting 
the battles in defence of our country are excluded by 
this ‘‘ close Corporation,” can it be expected that so 
long as its present organizalion exists, private citizen 
inventors are to be favored ? The record will not war- 
rant any such conclusion. 

But what is the Ordnance Department now proposing 
to do in regard to this very important question ? Are 
they proposing to make guns for the armament of our 
forts anu ships that in “every feature of their construc- 





tion would be of American origin ?” Notatall. The 
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system of conversion which has been adopted. by the 
Ordnance Department of both the Army and Navy, 
after the expenditure of large suma of money in mak- 
ing extensive experiments, and for the continuation of 
the conversion and fabrication of which the Ordnance 
Department is at this very time ~—s with the Ap- 
propriation Committee of Congress for large appropri- 
ations of money, is the invention of foreigners; sys- 
tems patented in this country by British subjects, and 
some of them illustrated and described in the English 
“* text-book” to which our ordnance officers, in their 
reports, so frequently refer as ordnance authority. 
This ‘‘text-boos,” and the American patent of Mr. 
Palliser, of Pall Mall, England, dated in 1869, give in 
the specifications and drawings, almost line for 
line the plan adopted by our Ordnance Department as 
“muzzle insertion.” So, too,do tbe American pat- 
entof Mr. Parsons, of England, dated in 1864, and 
‘‘Simpson’s Mission to Eurepe,” furnish the specifica- 
tions and drawings for the system of conversion 
adopted by the Ordnance Department as ‘‘breech in- 
sertion.” §o, also, do the specification and drawings 
of the American patent of Mr. Britten, of Red Hill, 
England, dateJ in 1871, with the Broadwell or Krupp 
breech block and gas check, furnish the details from 
which to convert the Rodman smooth bores into breech- 
loading riflee as has recently been done by the Ord- 
nance Depestaneat, by converting a 10-in. Rodman 
smooth bore into an 8-inch breech-loading rifle, under 
direction of Col. Crispin, Constructer cf Ordnance 
and President of the Ordnance Board, who obtained a 
patent therefor in 1877. 

With the past history and these facts before us, can 
apy one predict the time, with any reasonable proba- 
bility, when the Ordnance Departments of the Army 
and Navy will produce guns with which to arm the 
forts and ships of this country, which in every feature 
of their construction will be of American origin, and 
which will be equal, if pot superior, to the ‘‘ Modern 
European Artillery,” 80 largely American in its origin?

(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
VISIT TO THE CUSTER BATTLE FIELD. 


On Sunday, August 18, 1878, we visited Lame 
Deer’s battlefield, where in May, 1877, General Miles 
met and defeated the Nez Percés, killing their chief 
and capturing all their valuables. We were the first 
white people on the field since the fight, and everyone 
brought away some trophy—medals, pipes, beads, etc. 
The spot where the battle was fought is the most 
beautiful of any we saw in the whole course of our 
trip. 
On the morning of August 19, we started from our 
camp at Tullock’s Fork for the Ouster battlefield. ‘I'he 
road lay over great buttes, the highest we had seen, 
the roid precipitous and inclining. On reaching the 
top of one of the highest buties, we came in sight of 
the Big Horn Mountains, a portiva of the Rocky Moun- 
tain range. They were named from the large horned 
elk and sheep that abound there. The atmos- 
phere being very dry and clear, the mountains 
(though at a great distance from us) were clearly de- 
fined against the sky, and appeared much nearer than 
they really were. They had the same azure tint of 
the Blue Ridge, though the peaks are more prominent 
and capped with snow. 

We reached the Custer battlefield at 2 Pp. m. A quiet, 
peaceful scene greeted us in the valley where the In- 
dian village stood on that sad and memorable day 
‘““when Custer and his brave comrades went down to 
their death.” Large stacks of well cured hay stood at 
intervals over the plain. The only signs of the de- 
serted village were a few tepee poles and wickieups, or 
medicine lodges. ‘The white, fleecy clouds over- 
head, the fresh, cool air, which seemed to come down 
from the distant snow-clad mountains with a grateful 
and refreshing coolness, as though it had nestled in 
the very banks of snow ; the beautiful, clear waters of 
the river, everything seemed to indicate peace and 
happiness.” e went into camp there, and everyone 
seemed to be impressed with the sacredness of the 
spot. That night large camp fires were made, and 
buffalo robes were spread to sit upon. On the other 
side of the river rose the majestic white bluffs of the 
battlefield, over which the moon shone in all its bright- 
ness. In the stillness of the night nothing could be 
heard but the rippling of the water of the Little Big 
Horn. It was easy to imagine on the night of June 
25, 1876, how that same moon looked down on 300 
silent forms in their last sleep, from which the reveille 
awakened them in the forever ! 

Next morning we started for the field, accompanied 
by four Sioux, who were in the fight ; tueir names are 
Roliing Bull, Plaited Hair, Thunder, and Bobtail 
Horse ; also two interpreters, Jackson and Girard, who 
were with Major Reno. We went first to Reno’s Hill. 
We forded the river and followed the trail up the face 
of the bluft, where Reno retreated after his attack on 
the village. ‘There are a number of graves on the top 
of the bill, alli marked by stakes, and to the right of 
the bill is one marked Tanner and Vogt, Company M, 
7th Cavalry. On the village side, in the high grass, 
down by the river, we found a grave marked U, A. 
Mosby, 7th Cavalry. Custer’s Hill is several miles 
from the point occupied by Major Reno, and com- 
mands a full view of the plain on which the Indian 
village stood. As we ascended the hill, we came first 
upon a few scattered graves, then a little further on a 
wooden cross marks the grave of Lieutenant Critten- 
den. A few yellow flowers and sprigs of sage bloomed 
about the head of the grave. A short distance above 
this is another cross marked Colonel Keogh and 36 
men fell here on June 25, 1876. From there the bill 
rises abruptly to the point on which Custer and the 
larger part of his command were massacred. The hor- 
rible sight of bleached bones of horses, and the skulls 


of human beings cannot fail to remind one of the Val- 
ley of Jehosophat. 

About fifteen miles distant from the field is Fort 
Custer, in command of Colonel Buell, and occupied 


garrison is still in an unfinished state, and is built in a 
hollow equare. The quarters are neat and pretty, io 
the Swiss style of architecture. The gardens are very 
fine and well watered. The water is carried through 
the gardens from the Little Big Horn by a wheel con- 
structed by Lieutenant Allison. A number of buckets 
are attached to the wheel. These raise thirty gallons 
of water every minute, and empty into an inclining 
trough, which extends around the gardens. 


side of the Yellowstune, which is more civilized. 
Ranches are scattered at a distance of about six or eight 
miles apart, and the road being through prairie land is 
very good. 

We took the steamer Bachelor at Keogh, ran down 
the river, and reached Bismarck on September 7, just 
six weeks from the date of our departure from Fort 
Lincoln.

CONGRESS. 


A BILL bas been introduced in the Senate (S. 1715), 
providing for the ascertainment of and compensation 
for inventions used in the Springfield breech-loading 
system by the United States and authorizing suits to be 
brought against the United States in the court of claims 
for infringement of patents. Either party may, within 


suit, carry it by appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

The Secretary of War haz recommended to the 
Senate an appropriation of $125,000 for the erection of 
appropriate buildings for the headquarters, Depart- 
ment of Dakota, at Fort Snelling, Minn. The head- 

uarters of this Department moved from St. Paul to 

ort Snelling July 1, 1878, in obedience to the act 
approved June, 1878, but were compelled to return to 
St. Paul, as the accommodations at the post were 
utterly inadequate. The Secretary of War and Gene- 
ral Sherman, however, hold that the act in question is 
obligatory, hence the request for an appropriation. 
The Secretary hss also submitted to the Senate a 
draft of a bill prepared by Brigadier-General R. B. 
Marcy, Inspector-General 8S. Army, providing 
that all the earnings and proceeds accruing from the 
labor of convicts and prisoners confined in the mili- 
tary prison at Fort Leavenworth shall be deveted to 
the necessary expenses of the prison, and contribu. 
ting towards its support, the object being to make the 
prison, in whole, or at least in part, self-sustaining. 
The Secretary bas addressed letters to the House in 
regard to the rebuilding of officers’ quarters at 
Madison Bks, Sackett’s Harbor, N. Y., the proposed 
military post in Lemhi Valley, Idaho, and the cost of 
removing headquarters of military departments from 
leased buildings to buildings owned by the Govern- 
ment. 

The Board of Trade of Philadelphia have sent a 
memorial to the Senate in favor of a continuance of 
appropriations for the signal service and of an appro- 
priation for establishing a signal station on the Dela- 
ware breakwater. 

A joint resolution of the Legislature of Nevada ask- 
ing for a cavalry force to prevent Indian outbreaks and 
depredations, has been presented in Congress. 

‘The House has passed bills granting pensions of $50 
a month to the widow of the late Col. Wm. Gates, U. 8. 
A., and to the widow of Gen. Robert Anderson, U.S. A. 

The Senate has passed the bill (8S. 1627), for the pur- 
chase of the site of Fort Clark, Texas. 

The following bills have been reported upon ad- 
versely: 8. 982. For the relief of the late Geo. Plunkett, 
psymaster U. S. Navy; 8. 1610. For the relief of 
Commander Robert Boyd, U. 8. Navy; H. R. 2364. 
To regulate the appointmert of sailmakers in the U. 
8. Navy; H. R. 934. For the relief of the heirs of 
Brig.-Geun. Wm. Thompson, of the Revolutionary 
Army; 8.

MR. SPENCER’S NEW ARMY PLAN. 

A press despatch from Washington, of February 
12, says: 

Senator Spencer’s amendment to the Army Appro- 
priation bill offered to-day is in the nature of a sub- 
stitute for the reorganization sections, 4 to 46 inclu- 
sive. It provides that there shall be no more 
promoticns nor appointments to any grade except as 
hereafter provided, until the number of officers shall be 
reduced to the following number:—General officers— 
three Major Generals and six Brigadier Generals, 

One Adjutant General, with the rank of Brigadier 
General; two Colonels, three Lieutenant Colonels and 
eight Majors. 

One Inspector General, with the rank of Brigadier 
General ; one Colonel and two Majors. 

One Judge Advocate General, with the rank of 
Brigadier General, and three Majors. 

One Quartermaster General, witb the rank of Briga- 
dier General], three Colonels, six Lieutenant Colonels, 
twelve Majors and twenty-four captains. 

One Commissary General of Subsistence, with the 
rank of Brigadier General; two Colonels, three Lieu- 
tenant Colonels, six Msjors and ten Captains. 

One Paymaster General, with the rank of Brigadier 
General; two Colonels, two Lieutenant Coloneis and 
forty Msjors. 

One Cuief of Ordnance, with the rank of Brigadier 
General; two Colonels, four Lieutenant Colvuels, 
cight Majors, sixteen Captains and twelve 1st Lieu- 
tenants. 

One Chief of Engineers, with the rank of Brigadier 
General; five Colonels, nine Lieutenant Colonels, 
eighteen Majors, twenty-four Captains, twenty First 
Lieutenants and ten 2d Lieutenants. 

One Surgeon General, with the rank «of Brigadier 
General; one Assistant Surgeon General, with the rank 
of Colonel; three Surgeons, with the rank of Colonel, 
one Medical Purveyor, with the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel; seven Surgeons, with the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonei; forty Surgeons, with therank of Major; fifty- 
five Assistant Surgeons, with the rank of Captain; 
forty-eight Assistant Surgeons, with the rank of Ist 
Lieutenant, and the offices of Medical Purveyor and 
Assistant Medical Purveyors shall cease with casualty 
of present incumbents, and thereafter there shall be an 
oftice of Medical Purveyor, with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel. 

The number of officers in each regiment of Artil- 
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lery, Cavalry avd Infantry shall be the same respec- 
tively as now provided by law, but the number of 
regiments shall be reduced—the Artillery to four, 
Cavalry to eight and Infantry to twenty, and the 
Secretary of War shall from time to time, and in such 
manner as may be for the best interest of the same, 
discontinue such regiments as may be rendered super- 
pnumerary by this act, and shall transfer the officers of 
supernumerary regiments to other regiments of the 
same arm as rapidly as vacancies in the retained 
regiments occur; and he may discharge or transfer the 
enlisted men of the supernumetary regiments, 

The law limiting the number that may be on the 
retired list is repealed, and provision is made for 
extending its benefits to Captains and Lieutenants who 
have served twenty years in the Army on their own 
application, and also requiring the President to place 
thereon all officers who, before January 1, 1880, sbail 
be sixty-two years of age, or shall have served as 
officers for forty years. It further provides for a 
Retiring Board to ¢xamine officers ordered before it. 
Any officer who, b:fore January 1, 1880, shall tender 
his resignation, if the President approve and accept the 
same, shall be entitled to receive three years’ full pay, 
but no payment shall be made until his accounts are 
settled. 

Whenever the number of officers in any Stafl 
Department is certified by the Chief thereof to be 
insufficient the President may detail officers of the Line 
for such duty. 

Nothing in the act is to be held to require the in- 
voluntary discharge of any officer from the Army.

“SEA FOAMS,” OR “NAVAL YARNS.”—NO. XIII. 
‘* ALL HANDS WITNESS PUNISHMENT, AHOY!” 


Tuts call was as familiar to the crews of the Navy, 
as the “stand by hammucks” is to those at present con- 
nected with it. It meant work—the cruel work of 
** clearing the brig” by flogging. 

The brig was situated between the forward guns, 
below deck, on board of a frigate and line-of-battle- 
ship, or under the forecastle or berth deck of a sloop 
of war. It was tke space reserved for prisoners, 
where they were confined in irons, or placed under 
the sentry’s charge to await the captain’s decision as to 
their final punishment. It was the tabooed reserve of 
the ship, which the master at-arms, sergeants, cor- 
porals and sentries alone were permitted to visit, that, 
too, to attend to the prisoners’ wants. The brig was 
usually cleared on Sundays—an English custom dating 
from Bembo’s routine. 

The reader must bear in mind that the Sabbath was 
not then, as it is now, considered a day of rest. The ar- 
ticles of war and regulations, though referring to it, 
were not as positive in their injuactions as they are at 
present, so that it remained optional with the captain 
whether to work his crew on that day. 

It was on the Sabbath morning that ‘‘ holy stoning” 
decks took place. As soon as the hammocks were 
** piped up,” and stowed in the nettings, that is, that 
the crew’s bedding had been removed from between 
» decks to the spar, the shrill whistle of the boatswain’s 
mate was heard, and the word passed, 

** Holy stone decks!” 

The men stationed at different parts of the vessel 
repsired to their several posts with buckets, sand, 
large stones with lanyards attached to them, and smaller 
ones with squilgee handles. The deck was wetted, 
sprinkled with sand, and the large stones drawn fore 
and alt over it tv whiten the boards, 

But whenever the large stones could not be made 
available, the smaller ones were used. To do sv the 
men had to kneel, which caused the sailors to name 
them “holy stones.” This soubriquet has clung to 
them ever since. 

It was when this work was through, and that the 
decks had been ‘‘ washed down” that the call of, 

** All hands to witness punishment, ahoy!” resounded 
through the vessel. 

‘The effect was magical; every soul was spurred to 
activity; marines adjusted their accoutrements; officers 
buckled on their swords; all rushed to the several 
hatches leading to the spar or upper deck. There the 
murines, with fixed bayonets, formed on the port side 
of the quarter deck, the officers assembled on the star- 
board side, and the men occupied the port gangway, 
booms, and forward starboard waist. Indeed, wher- 
ever a good view of the starboard gangway could be 
obtained, for there it was that the flogging gear was 


rigged. j 
‘The ladder of the starboard gangway and its man 


ropes were removed; a grating placed nearit. To the 
man rope holes and gratings, lanyards were attached 
to secure the arms and legs of the offender. As soon 
as the preparations were made, that the prisoner, un- 
der charge of the master-at-arms, sergeant and sen- 
try, had been conducted to the mast, that the officers 
and crew had been reported ‘“‘up,” the executive 
officer nutified the captain of the fact. The boatswaino 
then came forward, removed from a green bag a num- 
ber of cat-o’-nine-tails, of various sizes, examined them 
carefully, and passed his fingers through the tails to 
test their condition. 

The captain came to the mast, decided the case, 
read the law relating thereto, and then gave the order, 

** Seize and strip nim.” 

The master-at-arms assisted the prisoner to remove 
his frock. The quartermasters lasbed his wrists to 
the taffrail or man rope holes, and the legs to the 
gratings, to spread cagle him. The capt»in having 
stated the number of lashee—not to exceed twelve— 
tLe boatswuin handed a cat-o’-nine-tails to bis mate, 
who clear: d the whips, and stood ready to strike. 

When the command was given, 

**Go on, boatswain’s mate,” the frock was removed 
from the prisonet1’s sboulders, the boatswain’s mate 
drew back, struck the condemned’s shoulders with his 


might, clearing the cat after each blow. These were 


‘counted aloud by the master-at-arms: 


** One! two! three!” etc., till the number was scored, 
when the command: 

“ Stop! take him down,” was given. 

When all offenders had been dealt with, the captain 
gave the order: 

‘** Pipe down!” 

The sbrill whistle of the boatswain’s mate ~ an- 
nounced that the brig was cleared. 

Probably a good man had been disgraced, and was 
harboring revenge which, ultimately, would lead him 
to the gallows. 

I shall never forget the first time I attended ‘‘ All 
hands witness punishment, ahoy.” 

It was on a beautiful Sunday morning on board of 
the sloop-of-war Warren, to which I was attached. 
She was anchored off the Navy-yard, Pensacola. 

The preliminaries described had been completed 
when the captain issued from his cabin, accompanied 
by the executive, a tall, thin man of severe and disci- 
pline habits. I shall omit names, I will only refer to 
his having been a shipmate of Gibbs, the private, whom 
he had punished with the cats, and that Gibbs cruised 
oft Rio de Janeiro with the hope of capturing him to 
revenge the blows he had recived. Gibbs and Wes- 
ley were hung on Gibbett’s Island. 

One of the men condemned to be flogged was as fine 
specimen of the petty officer as ever stepped a ship’s 
deck, but like mest good sailors of the old school was 
addicted to drink. He had got drunk on duty; he was 
to be punished for it. When tied up and stripped, and 
his frock had been removed, lo! and behold, the 
American ensign covered his back. It was pricked 
in, and underneath the words: 

“ Don’t strike your flag.” 

He was let oft with a warning not to sin again. 

1 shall never forget his smile. 

The execution of the sentence of several other pri- 
soners sickened me; nevertheless I soon got used toit, 
and became as callous as the other middies, who were 
familiar with such scenes. 

Introducing the boys to the gunner’s daughter, was 
to flog them over the breech of # gun. 

The second punishment I witnessed was that of a 
man condemned, by Court-martial, to be whipped 
through the fleet, for having cursed the flag. To carry 
out the order, the launch, or large boat, was rigged, 
mast stepped, etc. The oftender was ‘‘ spread eagled;” 
he was lashed to the boom which was raised for the 
purpose, and to the boat’s thwarts. He was struck 
one hundred and tifty lashes—fifty alongside each of 
the taree vessels of the squadron. The crew viewed 
the punish ment from the deck of their respective ships. 
The mau did not move a muscle, he was of iron make. 
Degrading as this punishment was, there were those— 
yea, hundreds of them—who preferred the lash to hav- 
ing their grog stopped. ‘he grog was then a part of 
the ration; it;was served out three times a day. 

A case of this kind gave rise to the story told of 
Capt. G—— and a negro who was daily guilty of a 
breach of discipline, but of that rature to remain 
within the limits of the twelve lashes. He had boasted 
to the crew that he liked the ‘‘ cats,” it was an “‘ ap- 
petizer.” Every morning the darkey was brought up 
and struck a dozen. At last the captain’s patience 
gave way ; he determined to cure him,{and devised a final 
remedy which he soon put in practice. One morning 
tbe negro was, as usual, ‘‘triced up.” The captain 
adjusted his specs, looked at the nigger, then at the 
“ Laws of the Navy,” and remarked: 


‘* James Rice, these laws were made by very able 
men, but as able as they were, they omitted some 
things They say we shall not exceed twelve lashes; 
that a cat-o’-nine-tails shall be used and that we shall 
strike on the back; nevertheless, these able men have 
omitted to say which end of the ca's shall be used, or 
what part of the back shall be struck?” 

‘*’Spose it’s all right,” replied the negro, looking up 
and smiling at the crew; much as to say, the captain’s 
got enough of me, |’ve tired him out. 

A malicious smile passed over old G——’s features 
as he frowned on Jim, and ordered the boatswain’s 
mate to 

‘** Stand out! now sir,” said the captain, ‘‘ take the 
cats by the tails and strike with the handle, and bear 
in mind to fulfil the law. Strike that nizger on the 
back, remember, on the back of his heels.” 

Hardly had the third blow been given when Jim’s 
voice, begging for mercy, was heard beycnd the limits 
of the anchorage. 

“ *Nough! rough!” he yelled, while he danced his 
legs out of their lashings, 

t was Jim’s last appearance at the gangway. 

**Gosh!” he would say, “ didn’t know the captain 
was such a lawyer.” 

At last these barbarous exhibitions were discon- 
tinued, and on September 28, 1850, there was read on 
the quarter decks of the ships of the Navy: ‘‘ Pro- 
vided, that flogging in the Navy, and on board vessels 
of commerce, be, and the same is hereby abolished 
from and after the passage of this act.”

Tue Russian army in Turkestan is about to undergo 
a complete reorganization, which will probably double 
its eflective strength. The Russian artillery system is 
also about to be reorganized. At present 4 brigade is 
divided into six batteries, each comprising eight guns. 
Under the new arrangement a battery will consist of 
six guns, four batteries will form an artillery regiment 
(artilkraski pelk), and two regiments will form a bri- 
gade. The brigade will be commanded by a major- 
general, the artillery regiment by a culonel with the 
supplementary pay uf 1.500 roubles, aud the battery 
by a captain and a lieutenant, the former with an 
increase of pay, and the latter of 700 roubles per 





annum.

The great mortar gun Columbiad 
was made under bis supervision. ‘the process of 
making chilled rolls, of which this company is the 
largest and best-known manufacturer, was introduced 
and patented by Mr. Alger. The building of hydran- 
lic presses, beavy gears and castings for generi! 
machinery and ordinary trade purposes is larg: ly con- 
ducted by the company at this time. Beside the mak- 
ing of ordnance, it is prepared to execute orders for 
first-class foundry-work. 

We shall specify some of the noteworthy articles 
contributed by this company to the Centennial Exbili 
tion at Philadelpbia. 

First, a 34 inch condensed or steel bronze rified 
cannon, manufactured under a process patented by 
Samuel B. Dean of Boston, Mass., and assigned to 
8. B. I. Co. By this process is claimed a condersa- 
tion of metal along the bore and ing:adations from it 
indurating its surface, increasing its density, tenacily 
and elasticity, and thereby enhancing the service of 
the gun. 

Patents for this improvement were secured at the 
time of its invention in May, 1869, not only in this 
country but in England, France and Austria. This is 
the identical mode of improving bronze guns, adopted 
some four years later by Col. Uchatius of the Austrian 
service, without, so far as we know, any recognition 
of its prior invention in this country. 

This method, by its development in Austria and 

Italy, gives promise of entire success and of the pre- 
ference of this metal over aJl others for field and siege 
guns. 
It is due our Government to state that, upon tests 
and results of the metal submitted to eur ordnance 
boards, its advantages were not unappreciated. On 
the 7th of July, 1870, General yer, the Chief of Ord- 
nance, recognizing the importance of the improvement, 
ordered a 34 inch experimental bronze gun to be made 
by this company, wiih an order for eighteen more on 
condition of the success of the trial gun. The necet- 
sary preparations were made at these works for the 
execution of this order, but it was suspended on the 
following 18th of August for want of funds. The 
same cause has prevented the further consideration of 
the subject and the renewal of the order by the Gov- 
ernment. It must be admitted that such a condition 
of things offers poor encouragement to invention and 
enterprise. Believing that the matter should not con- 
tinue longer in suspense, and having in mind what is 
due to national, local ani personal reputation, the 
South Bosten Iron Company, with Mr, Dean, the in- 
ventor, constructed their gun and placed it in the Cen- 
tenvial Exhibition, with a view to establish the credi: 
of its invention, and by subsequent experiment deter- 
mine its merits. 











Epipemic DiskasEs.—The Senate committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the best means of preventiog 
the introduction and spread of epidemic diseases in 
the United States, report that they strongly incline to 
the opinion that neither yellow fever nor cholera is 
indigenous to any part of the United Statcs, and that 
the great majority, if not all, of the epidemics of these 
diseases with which the country has suffered so greaily 
have resulted from importation. The committee are of 
the opinion that the best and only certain means of 
preventing the introduction of these diseases from 
other countries is absolute non-intercourse with ports 
where they exist in epidemic form during the time 
they so exist; and the next best means of prevention is 
a well regulated national quarantine, strict in its re- 
quirements as to the observance of all proper sanitary 
measures at the port of departure by all vessels sail- 
ing from infected ports, and equally strict in require- 
ment and enforcement of all necessary inspection of 
such vessels, their cargoes, passengers and crews, and 
the thorough disinfection of the same when necessary 
at the quarantine station before being allowed to enter 
any port of the United States. The committee report 
and recommend the passage of a bill which prescribes 
certain duties to be observed and performed by all 
vessels coming from any foreign port where any con- 
tagiovs or infectious diseases exist before de- 
parture, and inspection, and if necessary, disinfection 
and detention of vessel, cargo, passengers and crew 
before entering any port of the United States; and it 
also establisbes a bureau of health, with a director 
general of health as its chief exccutive olficer, and a 
board of health, composed of seven members, to be 
appoicted by the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, and the Surgeon General of 
the Army and the Surgeon General of the Navy to be 
ex officio members of said Beard, and that said Board 
of Health shall be charged wi:h the execution of sani- 
tary measures within the District of Columbieg also 
the making, with the approval of the President, such 
uniform quarantine rules and regulations upon the 
commerce with foreign nations and between the States 
as may be necessary and authorized by law, with the 
execution of the same.

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IMPROVEMENT IN Worktnc Heavy Guns.—A 
patent for an improved method of mounting ordnance 
has been taken out by Herr V. Krupp, and plans for 
applying the — to vessels of small size are being 
laid before the British Admiralty. The gun is trunnion 
pivotted, and is capable of being lowered below the 
vessel’s deck for the purpose of stowage, or raised so 
as to be brought with its platform on the same level as 
the deck. The gun itself has no recoil, the shock 
being transmitted direct to the hull of the ship. ‘The 
gun rotates with the pivot to which the carriage is 
attached, and is thereby capable of being directed to 
any point of the compass, being trained quite indepen- 
dently of the boat. It thus offers to vessels of moder- 
ate size the peculiar merit of a turret-ship. The gun is 
not a disappearing gun, but the power of lowering be- 
neath the deck will be of service in giving the vessel 
easier motion in heavy weather. The gun being de- 
prived of recoil, can be more quickly loaded, and the 
readiness with which it may be turned would be of 
essential service in beating off torpedo boats. The 
gun is loaded by hand, and as there is no protecting 
turret or shield, a breech-loader would be advantage- 
ous, as affording some cover to the firing party, though 
it will be seen that shelter is furnished to some extent 
by means of hatches, or cap scuttles, fixed round the 
circle of the gun, so that there shall always be one or 
more in the rear, Applying the system on a larger 
scale, it is calculated that a 40 centimetre gun of 80 
tons could be carried in an unarmored steel vessel of 
1,000 tons displacement, with twin-screw engines of 
4,000 effective horse-power, giving an estimated speed 
of 18 knots per hour. The vessel would be 200ft. in 
length by 88ft. in breadth, with 12ft. as the extreme 
draught. The complement of men and officers would 
be jifty, and the estimated first cost of the vessel, ready 
for sea, without gun and stores, is £80,000. Sucha 
craft is contrasted with broadside ironclads of the 
Minotaur, Agincourt, and Northumberland class, having 
a displacement of 10,500 tons, a length of 400ft., and a 
speed of 15 knots, with guus of which the heaviest 
only fire a projectile of 300 1b., while the first cost, 
without guns or stores, is £525,000. Of course such 
ships are not built now; but in the next place com- 
parison is made with the Jnjlexible, armored turret ship, 
of 11,500 tous displacement, « speed of about 14 knots, 
a length of 320ft., and an estimated first cost, without 
guns or stores, of £476,000. The Jnflewible is to carry 
four guns of 80 tons each, while one such monster 
piece of ordnance would be carried by the Krupp ves- 
sel of less than one-tenth the size and about one-sixth 
the cost. The Krupp vessel has two smoke stacks 
carried abreast, and one of these can always be lowered 
to allow the gun perfect freedom in respect to its line 
of fire. Compared with the giant ironclads, the vessel 
thus designed and equipped appears but a diminutive 
antagonist, whereas it carries a gun equal to the 
heaviest in the British navy, and excels the /nflezible in 
speed. The power of rotating the gun is also com- 
plete, so that the smaller craft can fire ‘‘ end on” with 
as much facility as a turret ship of large tonnage, and 
with even a more complete sweep of the horizon. 
Such are the merits of the new design, although, of 
course, it cannot vie in all respects with the tirst.class 
ocean-guing ironclads of the present day.—Zhe Engi- 
neer, Jan. 10. 


THE BRITISH WITH THEIR 3AGGAGE,—Even for this 
comparatively smali coiumn of only about 6,000 men 
supplies and carriage on a gigantic scale have been 
collected, and one cannot help wondering what it 
would be for an army of 80,000 or 100,000. Thous- 
ands and thousands of bags of grain are collected here 
and placed in an enormous enclosure under a commis- 
sxriat guard. Lines of camels stretching literally for 
miles stream along the roads, going up to the front or 
simply coming back from grazing. It is on these oc- 
casions that one observes how completely helpless and 
resourceless British troops are compared with native. 
One squadron of British cavalry apparently requires 
more carriage than half a dozen regiments of irregular 
cavalry. There is no doubt that the Britisher is made 
uncommonly uncomfortable at all phases of his sol- 
dieriog; but he is, after all, well worth it, and each 
death represents a loss of at least £100 to the Stale.— 
War. Cor. London Times. 

Nice Tests wita A Macuine.—For three years past 
a new testing machine, the invention of Mr. Albert 
Emery, has been in process of construction at the 
Watertown Arsenal,under that gentlemen’s personal 
supervision. It is new completed, ready for delivery 
to the Government, and during the past two or three 
days it has been subjected to a variety of severe and 
iateresting tests in the presence of the United States 
Commissioners, who have come on from Washington 
for this purpose. The experiments were witnessed 
early in the week by Col. Laidley, Commander Beards- 
lee, well known in connection with the deep sea ex- 
plorations of the United States steamship Speedwell, 
and Chief Engineer David Smith, and this morning 
were repeated at the arsenal before the two other mem- 
bers of the Testing Board, Gen. William 8. Smith and 
Civil Engineer Samuel L. Holley. The machine has a 
testing capacity equal to 1,000,000 pounds, and its 
working load is about 400 tons, or 800,000 pounds. 
Its use is in testing the resisting strength of iron, steel, 
or other metals, to be used as armor plates, or for ord- 
nance, or for any one of the many purposes to which 
metals, or, in fact, any material, is employed. 

The merit of this new testing-machine is its great 
power united with its mathematical accuracy. In il- 
lustration of this a few of the interesting results it has 
reached in the course of the recent experiments may be 
cited, A five-inch bar of iron was pulled apart, and 
the strain registered in doing it was 722,000 pounds. 
To attest its minute exactness, a horse-hair was next 

ubmitted to the strain, and it yielded to a registered 
orce of two pounds. Again, a pine block of four 
aches thickness and two feet in length was taken and 








preseed into a board of two inches thickness, Then, 
to again ascertain its refinement of accuracy, a hen’s 
egg was taken and inclosed in plaster of Paris, with 
two small holes at each end, and, the pressure being 
applied, the contents were forced out of these small 
apertures at a strain of 32 pounds, and such is the com- 
mand over the action of the machine that the pressure 
was stopped in an instant, and the yolk ceased to be 
expelled, the shell of the eg:g remaining unbroken. A 
nut was also cracked by the machine without crushing 
the kernel. No such nicety of regulated pressure, 
combined with such an enormous range of power and 
absolutely exact registration of the strain exerted, has 
ever before been attained. The cost of the machine to 
the Government, under the contract, is $31,000, but 
Mr. Emery bas expended over $100,000 in perfecting 
it.— Boston Traveller, Feb. 8th. 








Amona those who have contributed their opinions to 
the elucidation of the mystery concerning the explosion 
on board the Zhunderer are Sir Wm. Palliser, and Mr. 
Norman Scott Russell, of St. Petersburg. There are 
three points in Sir William’s letter which are of im- 
portance: 1. His advocacy of coiled wrought iron 
instead of steel barrels. 2. His repudiation of the 
commonly received explanation of the cause of the 
accident, viz., an incorrect position of the projectile. 
3. A new theory that the explosion was caused by the 
combined use of a ring wad in front of the projectile, 
and a gas check behind it. Of Mr. Russell’s letter 
Engineering says he ‘‘ expresses no opinion as to the 
cause of the accident, but takes advantage of the 
occasion to condemn, as we think rightly, the muzzle 
loading system. He shows how this system involves 
great complications in the loading machinery, and adds 
that it puts the shipbuilder to serious inconvenience by 
causin ; him to bend and curve up his decks in order 
to enable the gun to be ioaded at all. He goes on to 
state very cogently that the muzzle loading necessitates 
the use of a short gun, because there is not room in a 
turret to run in and load a long one, and he is thus led 
to compare the length of bore of our 38 ton gun, viz., 
164 ft., with the corresponding Krupp breechloader 
which he gives as 22 ft. This is a serious difference 
when we remember that the addition of 3 ft. to the 
length of our original 12-in. guns of 35 tons—whereby 
they became converted into 88 tons—is stated to have 
added 10 per cent. to their power of penetration.” The 
Engineer thinks that ‘‘the explosion instead of raising 
doubts 1a the minds of men as to the safety of our 
great guns, is really extremely reassuring, as it is cer- 
tain that the shot must have been jammed in some way 
for if it had not jammed, then the gun would not have 
been pulled intwo, It is evident that the weapon was 
exposed to an enormous abnormal strain, and the 
strain it completely resisted, in the sense that it did 
not split. It thus appears that against all splitting 
strains the 88-ton gun has a great reserve of strength. 
As regards longitudinal strains, they need never exceed 
exceedingly moderate dimensiors, provided « proper 
system of loading be adopted.” The Admiralty pub- 
lishes the following statement: The comuittee, ap- 
pointed to investigate the disaster on Her Majesty’s 
ironclad Zhunderer, have discovered that the gun, 
which exploded, had already been loaded with an extra 
charge, which missed fire, when a full charge was in- 
serted and fired, and the explosion occurred. 

Tue Czar is said to be resolved upon the thorough 
reorganization of the Russian navy. He is very dis- 
satisfied with the insignificant part played by bis fleet 
during the recent war, and especially with the iron- 
clads, for which he has acquired a deep aversion. 
No important addition will be made to the Baltic fleet 
for several years to come, the energies of the govern- 
ment being directed toward the creation of a fleet in 
the Black Sea. 

A NEWSPAPER despatch reports that the definitive 
treaty between Russias and Turkey provides that all 
the San Stefano stipulations which were modified by 
the Treaty of Berlin shall remain as modified. The 
remaining stipulations are abandoned in favor of the 
present treaty, by which the war indemnity is fixed at 
300,000,000 paper roubles ($237,000,000), and the set- 
tlement is deferred. The payment for the maintenance 
of Turkish prisoners will be by twenty-one instal- 
ments, but is not to begin immediately. The examina- 
tion of the accounts is expected to last two or three 
yenrs. The Russian evacuation of Turkish territory 
will be completed forty days after the ratification of 
the treaty. The gecretary of Prince Lobanoff, the 
Russian Ambassador at Constantinople, has already 
(Feb. 10) started for St. Petersburg with the treaty for 
ratification, and the various Russian commanders have 
been notified of its terms. 

Tue manuscript of Dibdin’ sea songs, which did so 
much towards attracting men to the navy in the stir- 
ring times of the past, has now been deposited in the 
British Museum, the trustees considering the manu- 
script worthy of a place amongst the records of the 
national progress and history. 

Tue number of horses required for the French army 
on awar footing is, according to the Journal des 
Sciences Mirtaires, 210,700, distributed as follows: In- 
fantry, 10,000; cavalry, 90,000; artillery, 50,000; engi- 
neers, 900; train, 45,800; gendarmerie and non-regi- 
mental troops, 10,000; officers and cfficials, 4,500. As 
during peace only about 113,000 horses are available, 
circa 99,000 have to be provided, this number being 
supplemented to a great extent, as far as draught 
animals are concerned, by mules. 

Mr. pg Hars, American Consul at Alexandria, has 
recently made the tour du monde in 63 days. Starting 
from Alexandria, he reached New York, via Brindisi, 
Paris, London, and Liverpool, in 20 days. From New 
York to San Francisco, Yokohama, and Hong Kong 
occupied the same period. Ten days were taken up in 
the voyage to Ceylon, and twelve days in the voyage 





from Galle to Suez, whence a journey of a few hours 
was sufficient to complete the circle to Alexandria.

ou will greatly oblige more than one officer of “ours.” Why ia 
t that paragraph 792, page 345, particularizes the command § 
officer to be saluted by all officers in command of troops ? 
think from this fact of designating the commanding officer that 
other officers than he are not saluted by officers with troops. If 
it is so, that the commanding officer is the only one saluted, how 
can you explain paragraph 787 ? The directions contained in this 
are unqualified. Again, par. 188 directs that the salute be made 
with sword if drawn, which it would not be if not with troops. 
I cannot reconcile paragraphs 787 and 792, for if, according te 
787, all officers salute when they meet the inferior, if ia com- 
mand of a detachment would eualute first, yet why the necessity 
of 292 if this be true, fer the commanding officer is certainly 
included in the term officers? 2, Is it the custom at Weet Point 
for enlisted men or cadets to salute officers after “ retreat?" 
The “ Army Regulations”’ distinctly state chat sentinels will not 
salute after the hour for challenging, but they also direct that 
when an enlisted man passes an officer he shall salute, not speci- 
fying any particular time. Par. 79é would seem to be explicit 
enough using ‘“‘whenever,”’ which can mean nothing else but at all 
times; but even in this it eaysa non-commissioned or soldier 
without arme salutes. Are we toinfer that without arms they will 
not? Par. 794 tells how enlisted men out of ranks salute with 
the musket, but is silent as regarde the time when such salutes 
are made. One can find many flaws in our Tactics, but I am 
seeking honest information, and could not get higher authority 
than the practice in vogue at our Military pa py ne a 
1. The ealute intended by par. 792 is, that when a body of troops 
under arms and at say a “ right shou'der,” and commanded by a 
junior officer, should pass or be passed by the commanding 
officers, the pieces would be brought to a carry, thus paying a 
marching salute. Par. 787 is intended for individual recognition, 
while puragraph 788 covers the eame point when under arms. 2, 
Honors are not, paid by sentinels after “ retreat;” inferiors, how- 
ever, always salute superiors.

An advanco and retreat in line of battle 
were next well executed, the companies being broken to 
the front by companies right forward fours rignt, and im- 
mediately wheeled into column, Tne first biunder of the 
drill was made in these movements, the commandant of 
the third company executing column left instead of fours 
lett. After a march io column, during which the princi- 

les of the wheel were fully explained by the colonel, left 
into line wheel and coutinue the march was given aud ex- 
ecuted in excellent shape. Advance by the right of wings 
on ite first trial was marred by a misuaderstood command, 
one wing changing direction to the right and the other to 
the left. Ciose column movements were then exeeuted 
with right and left in front, and deployments on interior 
and rear divisions, all most cleanly executed, not a single 
balk or errer occurring. Divisions were next formed by the 
right to the rear, and a march division front executed. 
Tae wheelings by foura to the resr during these marches 
did not suit the colonel, for he halted the command and 
directed “fours in a circle wheel,” demousirating to the 
men that there was no necessity for clash or confusion in 
executing the movement. ‘The double column and deploy- 
ment to the front, was followed by the centre forward and 
refurmation by two movements, all in most excellent form.

Tuirty-Seconp New York (Brooxtyn).—This regiment, 
under command of Colonel John Rueger, paraded in full 
uniform, at the Stagg street armory, oa February 10th, for 
drill, review and presentation of murksman’s badges. The 
command was outin full force, aud when formed in line 
completely encircled the drill hall, making it utterly im- 
possible to execute any but mere column of fours move- 
ments. The battalion was, therefore, reduced to six com- 
mands, and the ceremony of review finely executed, Geu- 
eral Beebe being the reviewing officer. In line the men 
were remarkably steady, while the march past was noted 
for ita good distances, fair alignments, and excelleut step. 
At the close of the review the seventy-nine marksmen of 
the regiment were (called to the front and centre, when 
Major Morris B. Farr, Brigade I. R. P., in a most compli- 
meutary speech awarded the Siate trophies to the success- 
ful competitors. Senator John C. Jacobs, of Kings Couaty, 
who is an honorary member of the 32d, then addressed the 
command, and in his neat and graphic way, paid tribute to 
ite fine appearance, excellent discipline, and geveral worth, 
concludiug by calling it the foremost representative of the 
German element in the National Guard of the State of New 
York.

At the conclusior of this 
drill, the command was dismissed. The regimental band dis- 
coursed some most excellent music, while the floor of the drill 
room was taken possession of by the members and their 
friends, and a programme of dances executed to the full 
letter. 


Forty-Sevento New York (Brooxiyn).—At half past 
seven o'clock on February 5th, Co. F, 47th regiment assem- 
bled at the armory for guard duty. Lieutenant Richard- 
son, officer of the day, aud Lieutenant Wenzel, officer of the 
guard, The ceremony of mounting the new guard was 
handsomely conducted by Acting Adjutant Eddy, and at its 
conclusion the old guard, Co. E, was formally relieved. 
This ceremony ot guard mounting has been made one of 
the special features of the regimental drill seasun, and has 
succeeded beyond the hopes uf the colonel commanding, 
the attention and interest of the men plainly showing that 
variations and changes from the humdrum of fours right 
and carry arms will in time tell ite owa story. At eight 
o’ciock the regiment equalized in eight commands of twelve 
tiles was turned over to Col. Brownell for instruction in the 
school of the battalion. The march column of fours was ex- 





cellent, step, distances and alignments being of the very best 
description, while the oa right and left into line, were most 
admirably executed. Ina the ployments close column by di- 
vision, right and left in front, and the deployments the 
company commanders evinced a most thorough knowledge 
of the tactics; the men were prompt, while 


© file closers 


and guides were} active in the fulfilment of their several 
duties. The marches, column of fours with advance by the 
right of wings and repeated changes of direction were, as 
a rule, smooth, notwithstanding the rapid commands, caused 
by the constant changes of tion in the small drill 
room. Right of companies rear into column,a march in 
column, wheel into line, and an advance and retreat, were 
all fair, although the step was broken on several occasions, 
aud the wheels of fours somewha: ragged. Tue formation 
of divisions and march division front were excellent, as 
as were the clusipg in mass, and the marches in close 
column. At the close of the drill line was reformed, the 
guard, Co. F, joining the battalion. After receiving the 
command the regiment was prepared for review, Brig.-Gen. 
Beebe being the reviewing officer. In line the ceremony 
wae all that could be desired, not a head or hand being 
moved during the inspection, while the march past most 
thoroughly deserved the praise aud applanse so lavishly 
given by the spectators. At the conclusion of the review, 
Col. Brownell complimented the regiment on its appear- 
and and discipline, aud in speaking of the limited quarters 
of the command, said that they bad often been promised a 
new roof, and that he felt bappy in stating that ere the 
close of the year, the regiment would, no doubt, have the 
pleasure of parading at the laying of the corner stone of its 
new armory. 


Sixty-ninta New Yorx.—The standing order in this com- 
mand would appear to be, “ Report for drill when wy get 
ready.” Attention bas been repeatedly called to the glar- 
ing disregard of the hour of assembly, but as the disease 
seems to be chronic with officers as well as men, but little 
improvement can be expected. Assembly was beaten at 
five minutes past eight, and as the men fell in we sup- 
posed it to be a wing, but ere first sergeant’s call was 
svuunded the other wing bad straggled in and filled np the 
ranks. It was pot uotil forty miuutes past eight that the 
regiment, ten companies, twelve files, was turned over to 
Col. Cavanagh for drill. The fourth company in line was 
commanded by a junior lieutenant, who occasionally made 
blunders, but who will, undoubtedly, as he gains more con- 
fidence, be one of the best officers of the line in the regi- 
ment. Breaking into column of fours, the regiment 
pursued its weary way around the room several times, each 
company with 3 step of its own, and about 125 and 130 to 
the minute, the officers and file closers paying no attention 
toit. The pnon-coms. of this regiment are for orvament 
evidently. Ona left close column of division was fairly 
executed, followed by breaking into column by flanks of 
companies. Orders were given tou late, and the conse- 
quence was the step was bad and the distances between 
tiles and companies were very great. This time, however, 
step was corrected. The movements being repeated, were 
performed in much better shape. Column of divisions 
was formed on the march by the Austen-Morris system. 
This movement was repeated, but neither time were either 
distances or step as they ought to have been. The first 
division is to be commended for its good alignment through 
out the drill. The fourth division received its command 
too late every time, aud of course spoiled the movements. 
The commandant of this division never lost his identity, he 
was always fourth in line, no matter whether the right or 
left was io frent; he always commanded “fourth division 
dress,” etc. Close column on first division left in front was 
next executed in a very poor manner, with the exception of 
the usual bluoder of the fourth, now second, division com- 
mander. While standing in column of division the colonel 
wiebed to gain distance to the rear, and commanded back- 
ward guide centre, (?) which same command he gave each 
time the regiment was in column of divisions. In the de- 
ployment on fifth division, only the division guide came on 
the line. Close in mass column of companies was very 
fairly executed, with the exception of the first company, 
which forgot to come to the carry at the halt, and were not 
corrected until the eleventh hour. ‘the fourth and fifth 
companies correctly supported arms at the close of 
the dress ; but were ordered by the colonel to resume the 
carry. Thecolonel should be careful that he is right ere 
correcting supposed errors. In this case but two out of 
the ten captains were correct, and they were made toappear 
as though they had committed a blunder. The double 
column and deployment to the front was next essayed with 
most indifferent success, the guides not having the slightest 
conception of their duties. From column of fours on right 
into line was very well executed, and was up to this time 
the only correct movement ofthe drill. At this stage of 
the drill the msjor assumed command, and after exercisin 
the men in marchivg to the rear, close column on fift 
division was ordered. The fourth division tried to get 
behind the fifth, but Major Duffy rescued them and the 
movement was completed. The deployment on third divi- 
sion was well executed. A left into line wheel, which 
followed, was the best movement of the evening, Major 
Duffy looking after all the details with a sharp eye and 
correcting every little mistake. The command was then 
turned over to the colonel, and the manual executed in a 
very ragged and decidedly careless manner. The command 
was dismissed at 10:23 pr. m. 

Seventy-Frest N. Y.—s his command paraded at the State 
Arsenal, New York city, on Feb. 6, for instruction in battalion 
movements, The assembly was prompt ; the equalization, 
eight companies, twelve files front, rapid, and the battalion 
handsomely turved over to Col. Vose by Adjt. Stevenson. 
A few movements in the manual opened the drill, after 
which column of fours was formed, and marched around 
the drill room. Duriag this march the step was fairly 
regular, distances, with few exceptions, good, and steadi- 
ness excellent. From the column of fours toand on the 
right aud left close column of divisions were executed. 
These are comparatively easy movements, and should be 
within the comprehension of most cflicers, yet on this 
occasion considerable hesitancy was shown, while the guides 
in many instances were at fault as to their correct places. 
After repeating these movements several times the bat- 
talion was wheeled into line and the loadings and firings 
taken up. Asa rule, the several motions of this part of the 
manual were clearly executed; but from right to left the 
deficiency in company drill was easily observed from the 
clumsy and incomplete manner of the execution. Battalion 
drills are a very necessary part of the instruction of the 
National Guard ; but in the execution of the movements 
the men should be perfect, and deficiency should cnly be 
shown on the part of officers. Whena company is proverly 
instructed, the simple commands given by the field officer 
at battalion drill, whether on the march or in the manual, 
should be at once transmitted by the officers and obeyed by 
the men, their movements being simply an advance or re- 
treat in line, a wheel by fours or company, or an oblique, 
with the well known orders for change of arms. Unfortu- 
nately, however, regimental instructors are time after 
time compelled to teach the men at these drills, thus clearly 
geoving that company instruction has been neglected. 

hen officers accept commissions they bind themselves to 
perform certain duties to their regiments as well as to the 
State; yet in very many cases as soon as the cramming for 
the examining board is over these officers fail to read up, 
and depen on the field officers, during battalion drill, to

;8vvu Hod their level, aud would either book up or gracefully 
make way for better men. These remarks although appli- 
cable to the 71st, might in justice be appropriated by iu- 
merous Organizations throughout the United States, ard 
if the men who, on taking up commissions swear to pertu: m 
the duties required from officers in the National Guard, 
will fulfill their share of the contract the service wiil be 
improved. The manual of the loadings and firisgs of the 
71st wascommendable on the part of the men, the direct 
and oblique fires being excellent; while that by file, com- 
pany and wing, could be considered very fair. During 
these firings the movements of the rear rank were very 
faulty ; yet with nlenty of file closers aud the captains in 
the rear not an ¢ffort was made to correct the bluuders. 


A Nationa Mixitia, —The following report from the Sub- 
Committee on Legislation has been received by Gen. Frank 
Reeder, of Pennsylvania, Chairman of the Executive Oom- 
mittee of the National Guard Convention held in New York 
January 16 and 17: 

The sub-committee of the executive committee, of the National 
Militia Convention, appointed for the purpose of presenting the 
adopted bill to Cengress, submits the following account of its 
action: 

The committee after proceeding to Washington, first occupied 
itself in procuring prominent members, in each branch of Con- 
gress, to introduce the bill. Sevator Ferry kindly consented to 
introduce it in the Senate. The committee was desirous of 
freeing the bill from ty prejudice and sectional support, and 
therefore desired to have it introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by a member of « different party and from a different 
section than the Senator from Micbigan. Through a misappre- 
hension, however, it was introduced ia the House by Hon. J. M. 
Stone, in whom the committee hus every confidence, and to 
whom it is indebted for considerate attention in promoting the 
interest of the Convention. The bill is now before the Senrte 
Oommittee on Military Affairs, and the House Committee on 
— whence it will be reported to the respective branches for 
action. 

The committee are glad to be able to report that the result of 
their observations while in Washington is favoarble to the pros- 
pects of the bill. It was very gratifying to them to find many 
members of both branches of gress, noted for liberal idvas 
and sound judgment, who recognize the true merit of the 
measure, 80d strongly endorse it» sentiments, perceiving at once 
that such a provision was simply the exercise of power that 
our apcestors inserted in the Constitution of the United States 
for the preservation both of States rights and internal peace, and 
<a unnecessary the appeals for Army interference in local 
affairs. 

On the other hand the committee was sorry to sce that the 
scope ef the bill was misapprehended by some, who had formed 
erroneens impressions; by some that it proposed to infringe 
upon States rights and centralize a large force in Washington; 
and by others that some disadvantage would result to the Rega- 
lar Army, all of which arose from a want of knowledge of the 
provisions of the bill 

Again, there were many who had no epinion at all, but were 
waiting until their constituents shouid express their approbation 
or the reverse. 

The committee concluded that on the whole pablic opinion is 
favorable to its adoption. 

The committee found that Congress is very busy at present, 
and that it will require some urging to push the bill through this 
session. Much can be done if the matter be taken up vigerously 
and at once in the different States. 

The committee would therefore respectfully suggest that the 
executive committee, each member in his own State, be instructed 
to explain the purpose of the bill through the columns of their 
local papers (sending marked copies to Congress), and to eecure, as 
soon as possible, the favorabie consideration of bis representa- 
tives in Congress, and any members of the foregoing commit- 
tees that they may know.

PENN8YLVANIA.—The ist Brivade paraded last week as escort 
to the remains of the late Major-Gen. Cadwalader. Every com 
mand in the brigade with the exception of three l.aving so re- 
cently taken part in the parade at Harrisburg, it wasnt to be 
expected that they would turn out with anything like full raoke, 
even if they bad all been sestgoes with greatcoats. The City 
Troop, Washington Gray Battalion, and 2d Regiment did not go 
to Harrisburg; #0 to have ordered the Troop, 2d Regiment, and 
Keystone battery as escort would have been doing the deceased 
soldier the highest honors, inasmuch as it would have complied 
strictly with the requirements of the tactics, and would have 
spared much il feeling on the part of the men, when as stated 
thin ranks were the rule. The brigade turned out in sufficient 
_ 1o denote the existence of a commendable degree of esprit 

uu corps. 

There seemed to be a considerable diversity of opinion as to 
the proper formation in the several organizations, some com- 
mands marching right in front, others left, some companies with 
file closers on right flank, others in same battalion with them on 
left flank. Either was correct according to present tactics, still 
it would heve looked much better to have had a un'formity. 
There was also a considerable departure from the recognized 
State uniform. The First Regiment wore dress hat instead of 
cap, and white belts instead of the regulation black. Two other 
commands wore black bearskin shakos. In these respects it was 
the most unsatisfactory parade that the brigade hae made since 
the reorgan!zation. 

Second Regiment Infantry.—In compliance with orders, Cos. 
A and E assembled Tuesday evening last for instruction in the 
echool of the battalion, under Col. Dechert, being the first siace 
he has been in command. Equalizing into four companies, 
forming line, and turning the battalion over to the instructor was 
fairly executed. Column of fours commenced the movements 
step fair, alignments and distances good. A fours left form- 
ing line excellent, but not being a successive movement, 
companies should not be brought to a support arms after 
dressing. Coiumn of fours, break from right to march to left 
was 200d, except on part of third company. Right of companies 
rear into column met the invariable fate of this movement on 
first attempt. The lieutenant in command of second and third 
companies failed to move to rear with first four, and conse- 
quently alignment of column was poor. Although the movement 
was repeated several times, the same blunders were committed. 
A centre forward was executed very well, except that the ob- 
hque of the first four of left centre company should be made 
immediately after the forward. Forming line by two movements 
after firss attempt was good, and withouc error, except that 
markers were improperly posted. Column of companies with a 
change of direction was as good probably as the space permit- 
ted. At same time no seeming attempt was made to follow 
Upton by the pivot making steps of nine inches forward. On 
right into line from column of companies was very fairly ex- 
ecuted, the turns being prompt and at theright point. On right 
into line from column of fours was fair ss far as men com- 
ing into their places, but bad in the manual. A left into line 
wheel from column of companies was very fair, except that the 
same error was committed cs after forming from column of 
fours the companies were improperly brought to a support. 

Taken all in all, the drill was a very fair exhibition as a first 
one of the echool of the battalion.

Ca.irornia.—The Oakland Guard (unattached), 2d Brigade N. 
G. C., had an exhibition drill at the Pavilion in the city of Oak- 
land on Thursday evening, January 23. In spite of the very 
disagreeable weather a large audience, including a numerous 
deputation of officers from San Francisco, assembled to witness 
the exercises. About half-past eight the command entered the 
hall, the rear of the column very much scattered and disordered, 
several running to reach their places, making a bad introductory 
to the performance, but fully redeemed by the company and 
perdoned by the spectators in the magnificent drill which fol- 
lowed; they wheeled to the front, and were prumptly turned 
over to Capt. Randlett, twenty-eight files. The drill commenced 
with a few movements of the manual, succeeded by right by 
platoons, The company marched arouud the room once or 
twice in column of platoons, receiving the applause of the ob- 
servers for fine marching and wheeling. The wheel into line 
was very well done, and a few simple movements in double time 
cculd not be excelled. The company was then formed into a 
battalion of two companies, the second lieutenant commandin 
the first and Sergt. Levy the second company; Sergt. Bankhead 
acted as adjutant, and performed his duties in first class style. 
The battalion drill consisted of a march around the hall in column 
of fours, in which the right guide kept his piece ata carry, while 
the rest of the men were at a right shoulder, making a misappli- 
cation of the rule in such cases made and provided. Line was 
next formed for review by Brig.-Gen. McComb and staff. The 
ranks were properly opened, then closed, and the companies 
wheeled to the right for the march past. The passage in review 
was very fine, though the captain omitted that portion of the 
command annonncing the guide.

Mr. Jas. McFarland, late of the Cincinnati Light Guard, and 
formerly of the 5th Obio Volanteer Infantry, a crack shot anda 
close student of the pens? J and practice of guanery, has 
invented a rifle and ammunition different from any now in use, 
The novelty of the invention consists principally in the ammu- 
nition, while the = is ye! adapted to its requirements. 
The use of the cartridge shell is despensed with, the bullet, which 
is patched, being longer, and the cavity, which contains the 
charge, deeper than those now used. The inventor has succeeded 
in greatly increasing the explosive force and decreasing the 
bulk of the powder, so that he is enabled to place the full service 
charge in the cavity of the bullet, which is then closed with a 
combustible, waterproof composition containing the primer. 
The cartridge when placed in the breech-loading or magazine 
gun is fired with asharp firing pin, which only penetrates the 
priming and immediately recoils, thereby ebviating the injary 
to it, otherwise liable to result from the heat of the explosion of 
the charge and avoiding the most serious defect of the old Prus- 
sian ** needle-gun.” hen used with the muzzle-loading rifle or 
musket, to which it is equt.lly well omer, it is dropped into 
the muzzle, falling by its own weight, to the breech, the 
expansion imparted to it by the shock of its fall, and by set- 
ting the butt of the piece briskly on the ground securing it. 
It is not necessary to ram the cartridge because it is made 
smaller than the actual calibre of the piece, and when fired, the 
bullet on account of its peculiar construction, expands tosucha 
degree as to fill the grooves of the bore. The priming compo- 
sition p the adv of being ignitable equally well 
by the friction of the needle or the fire of the ordinary gun cap, 
while percussion or concussion have no effect on it whatever, 
rendering it perfectly safe against accidents. It is hardly ne- 
cessary to state that the invention is based on the “rocket 
rinciple,” 1. e. that of the projectile retaining its propulsive 
orce after leaving the barrel of the piece. With the arms and 
ammunition now used, the projectile after leaving the muzzle 
of the gun, is —— only by the momentnom acquired in 
traversing the length of the bore of the barrel, the gases or 
propelling forces being dissipated after the builet has passed 
the muzzle. Mr. McFarland's projectile acquires not only the 
same initial velocity as the ordinary projectile, but retains it 
longer as the gas still confined in the cavity of the bullet ex- 
erted against the pressure of the atmosphere, imparts continued 
ropeiliag power after whe manner of the ordinary rocket. 
Vor Mttle alteration is a to adapt guns now used to 
this cartridge, and at a trifling expense for each All the old 
mnzzle-loading muskets conld be utilized. In a trial made to 
ascertain the rapidity of firing with the muzzle loader, it was 
demonstrated that the Springfield muzzie-loading musket 
could be fired as rapidly as the new breech loader of the same 
make, with at least oe accuracy and greater range and pen- 
etration. In point of economy it has a decided advantage 
over the brase or copper shell cartridge.

The experience of the last war showed clearly that it was not 
until some considerable time after being embodied that the 
militia was enabled to render the services which it did eventually 
in so efficient a manner, The greatest blot is undoubtedly the 
unsatisfactory manner in which the recruiting is carried out. 
This subject should occupy the most serious attention of the 
authorities, as it strikes at the root of the whole question. At 
the same time, a scheme for giving the force complete organiza- 
tion ought to be devised and perfected in time of peace, so that 
if a sudden call be made upon its services, the militia may be 
found ready at a short notice to discharge the duties which 
might justly be assigned to it in case of war. 








A CABLE despatch from London, Jan. 11, gives this 
startling communication from South Africa, made to 
the War Office by Gen. Lord Chelmsford: 


I regret to have to report a very disastrous engagement on the 
22a of January between the Zalus and a portion of No. 3 
colamp, which was left to guard the camp, about ten miles in 
front of Rorke’s Drift. The Zalus came down in overwhelmin 
numbers, aud in spite of gallant :esistance by five companies o 
the first battalion of the 24th regiment, one company of the 
second battalion of the 24th regim-nt, two guns, two rocket 
tribes, 164 mounted men and about 800 natives they overwhelmed 
them. ‘The camp, containing all the surplus ammunition and 
transport of column No. 3, was taken and few of ita defenders 
escaped. Our loss, I fear, must be set down at thirty officers, and 
about five hundred non-commissioned otflicers, rank and file of 
the imperial troops, and seventy non-commissioned officers, rank 
and file of the colonial troops. 

Acourtof inquiry bas been ordered to assemble to collect evi- 
dence regarding this unfortunate »flair, which will be forwarded 
to you as soonasreceived. The full particolars as far as can be 
obtained wil: be sent in my despatch, which will reach you by the 
nextmail. It would seem tha: the troops were enticed away from 
toelr camp, as the action tuok piace about a mileanda quarter 
outside of it. The remainder of Colonel Glyn‘s column reoccu- 
pied the camp after dark the same night, having been with me, 
twelve milesaway,ailday. On the following morning we arriv. 

at Rorke’s Drift post, which for twelve hours had been a.tacked 
by frum three thousand to four thousand Zalus, Iltsdefence by 
sume — menof the 24th regiment was moat gallant.
